Cite Advances in Christian Education ¢ Twin Cities Hear Child Testimony 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION MAKING NEW STRIDES 


While even some state officials are beginning to rethink the subject of spir- 
itual values, Christian educators across the nation look hopefully into the 
future, cautiously optimistic at increasing signs of interest and growth. 
Thomas D. Bailey, Florida’s state school superintendent, summed up the 
attitude of a growing minority of public officials: “It will be a sad day in 
America if a legal concept of separation of church and state ever denies 


| children and youth in public schools the fundamental of our nation’s birth- 
| right—the right to know about religions, and moral and spiritual values 


necessary for the formation of character, and non-sectarian reading of the 
Bible. 

“To ignore in our schools any reference to God, when our Declaration of 
Independence, our national and state constitutions, our pledge of allegiance 
to the flag, and our coins in daily use all refer to the existence of an Almighty 
Deity, is to ask our teachers to instruct in darkness.” 

Meanwhile, Christian educational institutions had good reason for their 
optimism. At 71 Southern Baptist schools, for example, 52,494 students have 
enrolled for the current school year, compared with 50,161 a year ago. 
Seminaries, however, have declined slightly in enrollment. 

Even in farflung Taichung, Formosa, where five mission boards jointly 
operate Morrison Academy, more than 200 students—mostly children of 
enjoy a high stand- 
ard of academic training in a positive Christian atmosphere. 

In Ceylon, it is evident that the government has laid the axe to all denomi- 
Within the next few months the government is expected 
to assume management of these “assisted schools.” While Christian leadeis 
fear a possible decline in educational efficiency, they feel that the church in 





| Ceylon will be forced to rethink its mission and reason for existence rather 


than to rely almost wholly on institutional work. 
In Chicago, at the 14th annual convention of the Accrediting Association of 


| Bible Colleges, the group admitted three new schools to associate member- 


ship and heard reports of a 7 per cent increase in enrollment in its membe: 
Dr. Harold W. Boon, president 
of AABC and of Nyack Missionary College, presided over the sessions.

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Dr. S. A. Witmer, executive director 
of the Association, said: “Great 
strides have been made in the field of 
Bible college education, but the past 
is not good enough for tomorrow. Our 
day demands superior competence and 
complete dedication to Christ.” 

In Los Angeles, a record-breaking 
oyoup of 430 Christian school teachers 
and administrators heard Dr. Charles 
J. Woodbridge put into spiritual per- 
spective the relative excellencies and 
inadequacies of human knowledge 
at the 11th annual meeting of the 
California Association of Christian 
Schools. 

CACS President Joseph Smith re- 
ported that the attendance repre- 
sented a seven-fold increase over that 
of the first such conference in 1949. 


FAITH OF A FOUR-YEAR-OLD 


In her short lifetime, four-year-old 
Kathy Sansovini of Minneapolis bore 
a testimony which exceeded that of 
many adults. 

Until May 30, 1960, her fourth birth- 
day, Kathy had been an unusually 
healthy child, obedient and joyful. On 
that day she tried out her new two- 
wheel bicycle. She had difficulty 
pushing the pedals. A few days later, 
1eady for her usual ride with her 


father before bedtime, she could 
hardly climb into the car. Four 
weeks of tests led to a_ specialist’s 
diagnosis of dermatomyositis, a very 
rare muscular disease. 

Earnest prayer by loving parents 
brought the constant reminder: “My 
grace is sufficient.” Uncomplaining 
Kathy, aware of pain but praying for 
God’s healing hand, never wavered in 
her faith. Her life proved a benedic- 
tion to many. 

“Daddy,” she asked one day as they 
read a book together, “do you know 
what? I’m going to heaven.” 

Somewhat startled, her father asked 
why she said that and how she knew. 

“Jesus came to me last night,” 
Kathy said, “and told me He wanted 
me to come to be with Him.” She 
never again asked Him to heal her. 

With Kathy’s promotion a week 
later, on September 30, 1960, the 
Minneapolis Tribune carried a front- 
page story of her testimony and faith 
along with a picture of her. Pastors 
near and far devoted sermons to her 
story. Calls and letters flooded the 
home. Television and radio heralded 
the drama of faith. 

Kathy’s two-year-old brother, 
Ricky, meanwhile, looks into the 
starry sky on many an evening and 
says, “Hi, Kathy, see you pretty soon.” 


GOD CLEARED THE CORRIDOR 


When two Pocket Testament League 
field representatives, Victor B. Beattie 
and Foreign Secretary Glenn W. 
Wagner, sought to take a new sound 
truck through the Communist-con- 
trolled corridor into West Berlin, they 
were stopped and accused of hauling 
radio material for a new counter- 
propaganda station. 

At the Berlin border, East German 
and Soviet border police took thei: 
passports and failed to return for half 
an hour. Beattie and Wagner, mean- 
while, took full advantage of the delay 
and called on the Lord in prayer 

When the police returned, Wagne: 
explained their missionary aims while 
Beattie prevailed in prayer. Finally 
the police returned their passports and 
let them proceed. Beattie and Wagne: 
attribute their release to God’s answe1 
to prayer. 


NEW FILM PROGRAM OFFERED 


Gospel Films, of Muskegon, Mich., has 
designed a program to coordinate 
various phases of church and Sunday 
school activity with the showing of 
films.

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» First up in this new year is Diadem 
Records’ first organ recording, SAV- 
IOUR, LIKE A SHEPHERD LEAD 
US (DLP-123), featuring the talent of 
Patsy Cowen. This young lady has 
worked in previous recordings, back- 
ing up such notables as Ken Nanfelt 
and Ed Lyman. This disc features her 
throughout on the Hammond. 

Organ records are so numerous 
these days that if a record like this 
doesn’t have some _ distinguishing 
characteristic about it, it tends to be- 
come lost in the shuffle. This one is 
marked by a dependable and firm, but 
genuine, touch, good harmony, good 
taste and nice, over-all feel. What 
more does one need in this type of 
recording at least for the average lis- 
tener? 

Ring the Bells of Heaven and Battle 
Hymn of the Republic are well 
treated. Occasionally Pat injects a 
classic like Sheep May Safely Graze 
(Bach) into a song like Saviour, Like 
« Shepherd Lead Us. 

There is enough change in registra- 
tion, tempo, title and mood to hold the 
listener for a good while. I think you'll 
like it. The technical acoustical 
sound is OK, but I would have pre- 
ferred a bit of echo throughout. 


» Zondervan Records has been turn- 
ing out some interesting productions 
lately. One is GARY MOORE AND 
RALPH NIELSEN—INSPIRING DU- 
ETS, with the Scott Douglass orches- 
tra and choir. 

Here two heavyweights in vocal 
strength, quality and general prowess 
team up in one recording session. The 
idea of matching two such men would 
seem to be a good one, but the results 
are incongrous with the message of 
the music.

Individually these men have rather 
magnificent voices, and I’ve enjoyed 
them both for years.

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The Parson's Sensational Book 


What is “The Parson’s Sensational Book?” Seeing these 
words as the title of an article some time ago, we looked 
hopefully for a testimony to the wonderfulness and power 
of the Word of God. Instead we found an article on a 
book by a pastor—good, but not the article we had hoped 
to see or the one we feel is needed. 

Nevertheless, let the parson remember that he does 
have a “sensational” Book. Between its covers he can 
not only find all the sermons he will ever need, but 
sermons indicted by the Spirit of God, sermons which will 
feed and instruct and rebuke the hearts of his people in 
every circumstance and need. 

In this Book, too—if he has truly learned to mine its 
wealth—he will find balm for the grieving, counsel for 
those who are perplexed, encouragement for the defeated, 
deliverance and forgiveness for those who struggle against 
the bands of sin. In this book he will also find renewing 
for his own spirit, guidance for each day and strength 
for all the demands which press upon him. 

And yet many earnest pastors, hard-working, dedicated 
men, by the very pressure of their cares and duties are 
being led to neglect the Scriptures for empty cisterns 
which will hold no water. Often the pastor’s need for 
time with the Word of God stands out between the lines 
of every sermon. Members of these congregations are all 
too obviously hungry—and many of them know it. 

This is a day when pastors are being pressed into wait- 
ing on tables according to our own modern patterns. 
They are asked to be administrators, to serve with com- 
mittees and boards, to attend meetings they should not 
attend and to wrestle with problems which rightly are not 
theirs. What is the solution? A determined returning 
of mechanics to others coupled with the practice of lock- 
ing one’s self in for two or three prayerful hours with the 
Word of God before other activities begin. 

How hard this is to do! The needs of the family must 
be met. The needs of the congregation press from every 
side. But unless the pastor finds a way for daily time 
with the Word, he turns from the heart of his calling and 
opens the way for his church to become an empty shell 
of mere activity. 

For the pastor who senses his own need to go back to 
the Bible, we offer three simple suggestions. 

1. Find and hold sacred a time when you can lock 
yourself in, isolating yourself even from the telephone, 
so that you shut out not only interruption itself but the 
expectation of interruption. You are engaged in the most 
important thing you will do as a pastor. 

2. Read eagerly, intensively, expectantly for the needs 
of your own heart, looking for a message from God for 
yourself first of all and then for your people. Take time 
for prayer. 

3. Take notes on what you read. Often the Holy Spirit 
speaks as you trace His progression of thought from one 
passage to the next. The scope and direction of such a 
passage, becomes clearer with notes before you. 

4. Do this now. Make a beginning and hold to it. 
Whatever the sacrifice may be, put first things first that 
you may bring the Word of God in the power of God to 
your people.

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A Problem in Communication 


We have often wondered why so many men who are 
authorities in their field do not make their words clear 
enough to the average man to do him very much good. 
Such a failure in communication is unfortunate, to say the 
least, for these men have so much to contribute. Why 
this should be we do not know. Often, perhaps, a scholar 
or scientist or teacher becomes so pre-occupied with the 
larger concepts and so engrossed with his own special 
vocabulary that he cuts himself off from the main stream 
of life. 

Not all the experts can be charged with this lack of 
rapport, however. We have one notable exception in 
mind, who has been cited in a recent news report. He is 
Dr. A. H. Chapman, psychiatrist at the University of 
Kansas medical school. In a scientific article on child 
training published by the GP magazine—a publication for 
family physicians—Dr. Chapman really gets down to 
specifics in offering suggestions as to when, where and 
how to spank your child. 

“When?” he asks. After lesser measures fail. “Where?” 
In private, after a child has been told why he is being 
punished. “How?” By bending him over your knee, 
and applying 10 swats . . . with something hard, like a 
hairbrush. Three swats, says Dr. Chapman, will make 
him howl, but 10 he will remember a lot longer. 

Nothing could be plainer to the man in the street. 
These comments are clear, succinct, coherent and to the 
point. Critics of the baffle-guff method of communica- 
tion will be more than mollified. To us, it is a distinct 
pleasure not only to see science once again catching up 
with the Bible, but also presenting its case in a way that 
even a child can understand. 


The Sweet Uses of Adversity 


Said Viscount Grey in 1914, standing at the windows of 
his room in the Foreign Office, London, as the lamp- 
lighters turned off the lights in St. James’s Park: “The 
lamps are going out all over Europe; we shall not see 
them lit again in our lifetime.” 

The first half of his comment was true; the second was 
not. Lamps have a way of going out and coming on again. 
Yet, we must confess, we have something of the same 
feeling as we view this year of our Lord, 1961. 

Two recent events point up what we have in mind. 
One is the offer of Gen. Lauris Norstad, speaking at a 
conference of fourteen member nations in the North 
Atlantic Treaty organization, wherein he urges once again 
that they consider the establishment of a pool of nuclear 
weapons. The other event has more ominous implica- 
tions. It is the discovery by a West German scientist of 
a cheap way to produce U-235, the type of uranium which 
provides the explosive power for the A-bomb and triggers 
the H-bomb. 

We are not given to sounding the alarm; yet we cannot 
help wondering, along with others, if the hour is not get- 
ting late. As the Chicago Daily News editorializes: 
“. . the evil day is brought closer when any upstart 
dictator can make his own [nuclear weapons]. Not a 
happy thought in a world where national leadership can 
fall into the hands of such lunatics as a Castro or a 
Lumumba.” 

A crazy criminal, however, is no more to be feared 
than a cunning one. What must be remembered, from a 
Christian standpoint, is that all men are sinners by nature, 
and that at this present hour their capacity to do evil 
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has far outstripped their capacity to hold it in check. 

As the barriers to the spread of nuclear weapons go 
down one by one, we are compelled to ask, what would 
it mean to us as Christians if the world were suddenly 
plunged into a nuclear holocaust? This is a disturbing 
question, but many Christian leaders—and laymen, too— 
are insisting that we need to be disturbed. For at this 
time in the world’s history, when life as we know it could 
be violently and radically disrupted—at such a time as 
this, the Christian church seems to be permeated by a 
spirit of smugness and we’ve-never-had-it-so-good. 

What has become of the hunger and thirst after right- 
eousness that becometh saints? How long has it been 
since we have counted the world well lost for Christ? 

Andrew Murray used to say of fasting that it was 
simply a letting go of earth and a laying hold of heaven, 
and therefore was of great spiritual profit. Does it re- 
quire a world cataclysm to drive the Christian, willy- 
nilly, to a similar renunciation and reclamation? Can 
only suffering make the things of earth grow strangely 
dim and God become wondrously real? 

“Sweet are the uses of adversity,” the poet said. In 
adversity true faith has always flourished. In times of 
prosperity it tends to grow soft and flabby. Today, it 
must be said, the latter situation seems to prevail. So 
while we pray God to keep far from us the evil day, yet 
we must believe, if and when that day comes and we are 
not “caught up to be forever with the Lord,” that it will 
bring with it restoration and blessing and power, that we 
may make a greater impact for Christ on the world. 


Helping Hubby? 

No one would argue the point that pastors’ wives are 
amazing people—for their stamina, their versatility, their 
ability to live and work with others. Most of those we 
know are also outstanding for their dedication. 

We quite agree with the Texas Baptist Standard that 
“The stresses and strains [on a minister’s wife] are enough 
to stagger an Amazon,” and that they lead an “inexorable 
fishbowl existence” in which they are expected to be 
leaders and models in all fields. But we seriously doubt 
whether it can be said that “Most ministers’ wives have 
never heard a divine call, they have simply married men 
who have.” 

Such a conclusion fails to explain the very heart of the

dedication we find in the wives of Bible-believing pastors 
wherever we go. And we suspect the secret of their 
striking service goes far deeper than personality or even 
devotion to their husbands. 

Never having been a minister’s wife, however, we would 
probably be presumptious in attempting a final answer. 
Perhaps we should hear what pastors’ wives themselves 
would say on this important point. Have you had a call 
to service or are you merely helping hubby? We'll wel- 
come letters if you care to write. 


Lives of Outreach 


Last month’s news section included a brief, last-minute 
word concerning the deaths of two well-known Christian 
leaders, Donald Grey Barnhouse and Percy B. Crawford. 
Dr. Barnhouse died November 5, one month following 
the removal of a brein tumor. Dr. Crawford died October 
31, following a heart attack. 

Both of these men had been channels of blessing to 
great numbers of people. Each in his own way was gifted, 
energetic, decisive. Both were perhaps best known 
through their radio ministries. 

Dr. Barnhouse, pastor of the Tenth Presbyterian Church 
of Philadelphia, and editor of Eternity magazine, was one 
of the country’s outstanding Bible teachers. Shortly be- 
fore leaving for a visit to Costa Rica last August he com- 
pleted a twelve-year task of preparing studies from the 
Epistle to the Romans for radio use. Though on occasion 
he has differed with others of the brethren, no one can 
doubt the tremendous outreach of his work in the 
pastorate, through his magazines, Revelation and Eternity, 
his books and his radio broadcasts. 

Dr. Crawford was a tireless evangelist whom God used 
to found the Young Peoples Church of the Air, the Pine- 
brook, Shadowbrook and Mountainbrook Bible Camps, 
the Pinebrook Bookstores and King’s College. In addi- 
tion he produced the “Youth on the March” TV broadcast 
and in more recent years has been developing an inde- 
pendent chain of Christian broadcasting and TV stations. 

Across the country and even in foreign lands there are 
those who directly and indirectly owe their salvation, 
their understanding of the Bible’s teachings or some other 
personal blessing to the ministry of one or both of these, 
God’s servants. We thank God for the blessing of their 
lives and the fruit which He has produced through them.

man, and the individual is lost in 
the crowd. Conformity, uniformity 
and togetherness have melted us into 
one faceless mass. Both behind the 
Iron Curtain and in the free world, 
the great problem is the survival of 
the individual as an individual. 

The man who dares to be different 
today is frowned upon by his club, his 
church, his community. It is just not 
the thing to do in Suburbia. We are 
as alike as eggs ina crate. Humanity 
is regimented into rows of’ rubber 
stamps in a day of stream-lined, as- 
sembly-line, run-of-the-mill stand- 
ardization. 

In the midst of this, our Lord stands 
at the door of the Laodicean church— 
at the end of the church age. The 
great ecclesiastical system, the pro- 
fessing church, living in unconscious 
bankruptcy (“thou sayest . and 
knowest not”), does not understand 
its true condition. Our Lord is about 
to spew it out of His mouth. As many 
as He loves, He rebukes and chastens, 
bidding them not to be lukewarm but 
to be boiling and repent. 

Then comes the gracious word: 
“Behold, I stand at the door and 


knock: if any man hear my voice, and 
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open the door, I will come in to him, 
and will sup with him, and he with 
me” (Rev. 3:20). 

Observe the breadth and narrow- 
ness of the statement “if any man”— 
or better yet, “if anyone.” It is as 
broad as anyone in the church and as 
narrow as the one who hears His voice 
and opens the door. Anyone may but 
very few will! Our Lord ends His 
message to the church with an appeal 
to the individual. He does not say, 
“if any church,” but “if anyone.” 
When He says, “if anyone,” He states 
a principle and a problem. If I am to 
hear His voice and open the door, I 
must be somebody, a cipher and not a 
zero. How to be “anyone” and not 
be so lost in the crowd that I become 
no one is the problem. 

Behind the Iron Curtain the indi- 
vidual counts for nothing, the state is 
everything. In the free world the 
same process is at work in other 
forms; we are fast becoming mere 
numbers in a welfare state. Even in 
the church where American mass- 
production has lost the individual in 
the crowd, God still deals with people 
one at a time. 

“All have sinned,” the Bible says, 
and there is the crowd. But “there is 
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none righteous, no not one,” and there 
is the individual. The sinner cannot 
hide in the crowd. “God so loved the 
world”—there is the crowd. But 
“whosoever believeth” singles out the 
individual and says there is hope for 
every sinner in the crowd. 

Our Lord is not calling upon 
Laodicea en masse to open the door. 
His invitation reaffirms the impor- 
tance of the individual. 

Another problem is involved here. 
We must stand on our own feet or give 
way to the creeping paralysis of 
Laodiceanism. This modern gigantic 
religious super-corporation, which 
says, “I am rich and increased with 
goods and [worst of all] have need of 
nothine” is living in a comfortable 


stupor, neither hot nor cold. It is 
fashionable to belong to it. Every- 
body does it out in Suburbia. It helps 


business to be a church member. 

The influence of this watered-down 
religion, half-Christian and _half- 
pagan, adapted to a generation that 
does not want to get right, be right, 
live right, is a subtle thing. When we 
become full-fledged Laodiceans, it is 
next to impossible to hear the Sav- 
iour’s voice. Either we can’t hear it 
for the noise of religious activity with- 








out the Holy Spirit or else we are 
. stupefied by the drug of religious self- 


satisfaction. Either the tumult or the 
tranquilizer can deafen us to His call. 

It is not easy to be a Christian indi- 
vidual when we are viewed with sus- 
picion if we dare to think or speak for 
ourselves, It is so much easier to 
depend on an organization than to 
trust in God. A minister finds it 
tempting to conform to a group pat- 
tern rather than to be true to his con- 
victions, risk his bread and butter to 
stand alone. Micaiah is invited to 
make it unanimous with the rest of 
the clergy, bidding Ahab and Jehosha- 
phat go up to Ramoth-Gilead rather 
than to speak for God. It is not easy 
to stand for the truth in a church full 
of worldlings. It will take all the 
grace we can pray down to resist the 
creeping paralysis of a comfortable 
Laodiceanism. 

Our Lord made a great promise re- 
corded in John 14:18, but a little boy 
misread it to say, “I will not leave you 
comfortable.” The Holy Spirit is 
sometimes the great Discomforter. 
Peter’s backsliding began when he 
warmed himself, made himself com- 
fortable, at the enemy’s fire. Our 
Lord said, “Be boiling!” The church 
needs to come toa boil. Too often we 
hang a “Do Not Disturb” sign on the 
church door. A knock at the door is 
always disturbing. Our Lord wants 
to disturb our false peace and arouse 
us from our lukewarm complacency. 
We had better turn down our tele- 
vision sets and have ears to hear the 
knock lest we sleep the sleep of the 
slothful. 


+ WE need inner resources these days 
for another reason—the possibility of 
the destruction of our civilization. I 
do not know whether this land will be 
devastated by atomic attack or not. 
It is possible that God may use Russia 
as the Assyrian rod of His anger to 
visit judgment upon us. Some maniac 
could press a button and millions 
would die in minutes. 

I do not believe that all mankind 
will be destroyed that way. There 
will be living saints when our Lord 
comes. But we could have such dev- 
astation that we Christians would 
not have the facilities now available. 
Our religious organizations could be 
paralyzed. We might find ourselves 
meeting with a few surviving saints, 
singing, “Blest Be the Tie That Binds.” 
And I'll venture that we would sing 
it with more meaning than ever we 
did in the old days with one eye on 
the clock, anxious to get home in time 
for our favorite television program! 

One Bible teacher made provision 
for such an attack on this country by 
stocking his home in the country with 
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provisions for survival. That is not 
foolish; it is good sense. If anyone is 
foolish, it is the rest of us, smugly 
living as though America were guar- 
anteed against judgment. 

Now is the time to learn to stand on 
our own feet spiritually and stock up 
with supplies from heaven before all 
the props are knocked out, leaving us 
alone with our God. How tragic it 
would be if that hour found us igno- 
rant of our Bibles, not knowing how 
to pray, babies when we ought to be 
grownups in the things of God! 


+ THERE is another reason why we 
should heed our Saviour’s invitation, 
whether our neighbors and fellow

church members do or not. If revival 
ever comes, this is most likely the way 
it will come. We are not to look for 
the church to repent en masse. The 
majority of church members are not 
remotely interested in revival. They 
do not intend to give up the world and 
make Christ Lord of their lives. 

We would not be dogmatic here and 
say what God will or will not do. But 
we would observe that our Lord does 
not say that if anyone will hear His 
voice, open the door and sup with 
Him, a great revival will begin. As 
of now, if you are looking for the 
majority of our church members to 
flock down church aisles, getting 
right with God and with each other, 
you may be disappointed. There is a 
price to pay for revival, and most 
church members have no intention of 
paying that price. There will be as 
much revival as there are “anyones” 
who will heed our Lord’s invitation. 

Of course, I do not believe the “any- 
ones” will keep such an experience to 
themselves. When the lost joy of 
salvation is restored, they will teach 








transgressors God’s ways and sinners 
will turn to God. 

The average church member, how- 
ever, would not welcome that kind of 
awakened Christian. The light of 
such a testimony would be too em- 
barrassing by contrast to the average 
Christian with his candle under bushel 
or bed. 


+ Ir the Lord tarries, and unless there 
should be a mighty visitation from 
above, this would seem to be the pat- 
tern of revival today. By the moving 
of the Holy Spirit and the pressure of 
present-day conditions, the “church 
within the church” will rise, like 
cream, to the top. True believers in 
all churches will be drawn closer to 
the Lord and to each other. 

They will not start a new denomina- 
tion, however. This movement can- 
not be organized. God will keep the 
books. It will be a spontaneous work 
of the Holy Spirit. A few here and a 
few there will hear our Lord’s voice, 
open the door and live in close fellow- 
ship with Him. The professing church 
will go into the world church while 
the true believers may become a per- 
secuted, despised, underground move- 
ment, a Master’s minority in a pagan 
world. 

It boils down to this. If we are to 
survive as Christians, we must stand 
on our own feet. We cannot live a 
second-hand experience. We must 
grow our own garden and not feed our 
souls on canned goods. It will mean 
less television and more prayer, less 
togetherness with people and more 
aloneness with God. Sink or swim, 
it is every man for himself: “As for 
me and my house, we will serve the 
Lord.” Whatever the world may do, 
whatever the churches may do, we can 
live in fellowship with our Lord. And 
we must not become so hot and 
bothered over world conditions and 
the state of the church that we neglect 
our own souls, 

At the last great day, we cannot 
depend upon an organization. Every 
man must give account of himself to 
God. Every man’s work will be made 
manifest. The fire shall try every 
man’s work. We must stand on our 
own feet then, so we had better prac- 
tice now! 

Our Lord is knocking at the door. 
Let me say again that a knock at the 
door is disturbing. The church is in 
her easy chair, in her robe and slippers 
with television turned high. She does 
not want to be bothered. She may 
even be so busy with her own meet- 
ings that she cannot hear the voice of 
her Lord. It is up to someone—any- 
one—to hear His voice and open the 
door and admit the Guest who be- 
comes the Host. It could be you! ENp 
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I ANCIENT Israel, as

America and in many western 


countries. Stones marked 
the boundary lines between 
one’s property and that 

of another. These were 
the landmarks, which, from 
one generation to another, 
established and 

perpetuated the lines of 


demarcation. 








Regarding these stones, the clear and 
‘clarion call of Scripture was: “Re- 
move not the ancient landmark, which 
thy fathers have set” (Prov. 22:28). 
So likewise for us there are bound- 
aries, secular and spiritual, which our 
fathers have set, and it is our respon- 
sibility to see that the “stones,” the 
principles which mark these bound- 
aries, shall never be moved. Any 
change therein can result only in con- 
tention and confusion, and in the end 


bitter and irremediable loss. These 
are the ramparts we watch. 
In guarding these ramparts the 


Christian in America is directly in- 
volved. For he is a citizen of two 
realms. He is a citizen of these United 
States by virtue of being born here or 
by naturalization. But he is also a 
citizen of the kingdom of Cod, having 
been born therein also, and by having 
been delivered “from the power of 
darkness” and having been translated 
“into the kingdom of his dear son” 
(Col. 1:13). 

As a citizen of this nation, the Chris- 
tian is responsible to support its Con- 
stitution, its government and its laws. 
As a citizen of the Kingdom of God, 
he is likewise responsible to maintain 
its integrity at all costs. 


+ Two LANDMARKS must be watched, 
in particular, in the secular realm, two 
ramparts of freedom guarded with 
jealous care. They are: (1) the su- 
premacy of the individual over the 
state, and (2) the separation of church 
and state. 

President Abraham Lincoln defined 
ours as a “government of the people, 
by the people, and for the people”, 
that is, government is the creation and 
servant of its citizens and not their 
master. In the carefully considered 
language of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the American position is 
clearly stated: 

“We hold these truths to be self- 
evident, that all men are created 
equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable 
Rights, that among these are Life, 
Liberty and the pursuit of Happiness. 
That to secure these rights, Govern- 
ments are instituted among Men, de- 
riving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed .. .” 

Observe particularly that these 
“unalienable rights” are not granted 
to us by any government, but are 
derived from Almighty God by crea- 
tion. Therefore, that which is the 


heritage of free men, government can- 
not deny or take away. 

Undergirding our form of govern- 
ment are several great principles. 
These have been written into the Con- 
stitution of our federal government 
and in the constitutions of the several 
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state governments. Let us review 
some of them. 

One such principle is popular sov- 
ereiguty—that is, the supremacy of 
the citizen in establishing, maintain- 
ing and preserving our government. 
This means that the citizen has the 
right and responsibility to choose 
those who will represent him in the 
exercise of government, and that he 
himself may also hold office in the 
government if chosen by his fellow 
citizens. 

Another great principle underlying 
our form of government is that of the 
supremacy of law. Ours is a govern- 
ment of laws and not of men. We 
deny any so-called “divine right” to 
those who perform the duties of gov- 
ernment. They are not our masters; 
they are our servants. The accumula- 
tion of political power in the hands of

any person or group corrupts good 
government. Before the law, every 
citizen is on a plane of equality with 
every other citizen. There is not one 
law for one and another law for an- 
other. Though the law may not al- 
ways be applied impartially, it is 
nevertheless so designed to do. 


+ Our government is, moreover, built 
on the principle of division of powers 
—that is, authority is divided between 
the national government and the states 
which make up our Union. Ours is a 
federal form of government. There is 
a division of political responsibility, 
which though not clearly spelled out 
in the Constitution, is nevertheless 
clearly stated. Holding to the su- 
premacy of the central government 
and of national law, we maintain at 
the same time, jealously and vigor- 
ously, the powers and prerogatives of 
local government. 








We believe, for example, that con- 
centration of power in Washington is 
destructive of the rights and respon- 
sibilities of citizens for their own gov- 
ernment, and that division of powers 
is to be stoutly maintained. 

We hold, moreover, to the principie 
of separation of powers. This is in- 
trinsic in our American government, 
There are three branches in our gov- 
ernment: the administrative, the 
legislative and the judicial. These 
are independent and yet inter-de- 
pendent. Each branch exercises its 
own functions and cannot delegate its 
responsibilities to another branch. 
None can interfere by usurping the 
powers of another or of supervising 
them. 

In this way, we have a system of 
“checks and balances” in our govern- 
ment to prevent the concentration of 
power in any one branch. Some years 
ago, the administration in power, in 
charge of the executive branch, en- 
deavored to undermine the judiciary 
branch by “packing the Supreme 
Court” with judges of its own political 
persuasion. This was an example of 
an attempt to move one of the ancient 
landmarks set by our fathers. The 
attempt, was, of course, unsuccessful. 

Finally, there is the fundamental 
principle of limited government, to 
which we must hold tenaciously to 
avoid the encroachment of a tyranny 
alien to our American freedom. There 
are powers delegated to our federal 
government in the Constitution, and 
powers implied therein; the federal 
government is limited to these. The 
fifty states of our Union have what is 
known as “residual powers” reserved 
unto themselves; and the citizens have 
personal and property rights guar- 
anteed by the Constitution and out- 
lined in the first ten Amendments, the 
Bill of Rights. 

These are the fundamental political 
tenets of our American government. 
These are the landmarks which must 
not be removed. These are the ram- 
parts we must watch. 


+THE SECOND great persuasion in the 
secular realm as it concerns the Chris- 
tian citizen is the separation of Church 
and State. 

Through our history we have held 
to the importance of religion as basic 
to human welfare. When the first 
colonists came, they brought with 
them the view that religion was the 
responsibility of the state. Asa result 
we had the establishment of the An- 
glican Church in colonies like Virginia 
and the Congregational Church in 
Massachusetts. 

This old principle, where one church 
was recognized officially as that of the

... In one 
Mission area 
an unbelievable 
story 

is providing 
the spearhead 
for 

Mormon 
penetration 


WELVE years ago, the religious sect 
commonly called the “Mormons” 
and officially termed, “The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints,” 
had scarcely touched the Indian mis- 
sion fields of our great Southwest. 
Today, out of nearly 100,000 in the 
Navajo tribe, the Mormons are claim- 
ing 8,000 as converts to their doctrine. 
The tragedy is that during that same 
time, the Christian church, as a whole, 
has virtually ignored the Indian peo- 
ples as a mission field. We may well 
ask ourselves, “How has this tremen- 
dous_ proselytization been accom- 
plished?” 
The strongest appeal by far, to date, 
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in the Mormons’ attempt to win the 
Navajos, is to tell them that the 
Indians of the Americas are descend- 
ants of the lost tribes of Israel. This 
is one of the central teachings of the 
Book of Mormon. 

The whole pseudo-historical frame- 
work of the Book of Mormon is 
built on the supposed migration of a 
family of faithful Jews who escaped 
from Jerusalem about 600 B.C. at the 
time of the capture of Jerusalem by 
Nebuchadnezzar. 

These migrants, the story goes, 
traveled across Arabia after tarrying 
for a while on the banks of a beautiful 
river emptying into the Red Sea. 
(Actually, there are no rivers running 
into the Red Sea.) They are said to 
have built a ship on the shores of the 
Persian Gulf, sailed eastward across 
the Indian Ocean and the Pacific, and 
landed “after many days” on the west 
coast of South America. This group, 
the Mormons claim, was the nucleus 
from which sprang the Indian tribes of 
the western hemisphere. 


+ How does this incredible tale relate 
to the modern Mormon penetration of 
the Navajos? First, an attractive 
booklet was prepared, for the Navajos’ 
special benefit, by the “Committee on 
Indian Affairs.” Actual distribution 
is by the Southwest Indian Mission of 
Gallup, N.M. (This city of about 9,000 
population lies in the heart of the 
Indian country, and is an important 
trade center for nearby reservations. ) 

The booklet is entitled A Voice Is 
Calling. The cover pictures Monu- 
ment Valley, one of the scenic won- 
ders of the Navajo Reservation. The 
border is done in a Navajo rug motif. 
On page three is a sketch showing the 
towering mesas of Monument Valley 
topped by Mayan type temples. On 
the inside pages are sketches of Hopi 
Indian pueblos. (The MHopis are 
demon worshipers living in a dozen or 
more villages in the center of the 
Navajo Reservation.) On the back 
cover is a reproduction of the Mayan 
temple pyramid at Chichen Itza in 
Yucatan. 

The illustrations obviously are in- 
tended to suggest a tie between the 
Navajos, the Hopis and the Mayas as 
being parts of a single ethnic unit such 
as is presented in the Book of Mormon. 

The booklet reads in part as follows: 

“A clear voice is calling, calling 
from the very dust of America to the 
children of its ancient people. It is 
calling to the children of the native 
tribes who followed the old trails, 
hunted in the forests, and lived in 
freedom on the mountains and plains 
before the coming of the white men. 

“Who are these tribes? They are 
called Indians . . . Long before they 


were called Indians, most of them 
called themselves Lamanites. Their 
numerous people occupied America 
from north to south, and from east to 
west. When they broke up into many 
tribes with tribal names, they forgot 
the one general name by which they 
had once been known. 

“The history of this old Lamanite 
nation is the most important record 
which has been translated into English 
since the translation of the Bible... 
This record is the Book of Mormon... 
It is the history of their people in 
ancient America; and the words of 
their people in ancient America; and 
the words of their great men and 
mighty leaders telling them who they 
are, what important things are in the 
Lord’s program for them to do, and 
bidding them to turn from their old 
ways and claim the heritage of their 
promised birthright.” 

The booklet goes on to tell the 
Indians that only in the Mormon plan 
is the purpose of God revealed to 
them, and that their eternal welfare 
depends upon their degree of obedi- 
ence to the principles of Mormonism. 


+ In one of its assumptions, the Book 
of Mormon is probably correct. Most 
authorities today agree that the Amer- 
ican Indians (so-called because of the 
prevalent belief at the time of Colum- 
bus that the Americas were at the 
outer reaches of the Indies, i.e., the 
East Indies) came into the Western 
Hemisphere from Asia in a series of 
migrations. 

But the Mormons are totally in 
error as to their ethnology. For the 
question has been raised many times 
as to whether the American Indians 
are Semites, and to date no serious 
scientist has ever found a trace of 
Semitic blood among them. Nor has 
any philologist ever discovered the 
term “Lamanite” as designating the 
name, either ancient or modern, of 
any Indian tribe. 

Most ethnologists agree that the 
Indians are Mongoloid, although they 
will disagree as to their route from 
the old world and their time of arrival. 
Harold Sterling Gladwin in his Men 
Out of Asia suggests the presence of 
Australoids, Negroids and a mixture 
of races out of Southeast Asia repre- 
sented by the Polynesians. He doubts 


‘ if there were any migrations of Mon- 


goloids before 500 B.C. 

The Mormons also err in trying to 
lump the Navajos, the Hopis and the 
Mayas in one ethnic group. They are 
totally unrelated, at least as far as 
their existence in America is con- 
cerned. They are all Mongoloid but 
pertain to three separate eras and 
probably represent three separate 
migrations to America. 
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The Mayas constitute a part of the 
Mayan language family, which has 
many members throughout Central 
and South America. The Hopis are 
members of the Uto-Aztecan family, 
which ranged from Central America 
to northern Nevada and Utah. The 
Navajos are members of the Athabas- 
kan family. 

The Book of Mormon states—and it 
.s repeated in the propaganda booklet, 
4 Voice is Calling—that the “Laman- 
ites” left Jerusalem about 600 years 
before Christ to go to “a land of 
promise.” The events closing the 
Book of Mormon are dated about 395 
A.D. Moreover, the Mormons equate 
all of the temple building of the Mayas, 
Aztecs and the Incas with the cultures 
mentioned in the Book of Mormon, 
and within the span of the Book of 
Mormon dates. 

What are the facts? The Mayas had 
a culture of amazing development and 
an accurate calendar, totally non- 
Semitic, centuries before the supposed 
migration from Jerusalem. The Aztec 
civilization, with its elaborate temple 
rites, did not come into existence until 
the end of the twelfth century—700 
years after the closing dates of the 
Book of Mormon. The Navajos did 
not enter America until about 800 
A.D. and came via the Alaskan route. 
They did not appear in their present 
location until about 1300 A.D. (See 
Columbia Encyclopedia, under “In- 
dians, American.” ) 

Notwithstanding these irrefutable 
facts, the Mormons have claimed re- 
peatedly that scientific groups, includ- 
ing the Smithsonian Institution, have 
resorted to the Book of Mormon as a 
reliable source of information. The 
Smithsonian Institution retorts—with 
understandable warmth—that they do 
not consider the Book of Mormon to 
be anything but pure fable. 


+ Wuy, then, do the Mormons persist 
in promoting this unscientific non- 
sense and teach it as sober science in 
Brigham Young University? 

The answer is very simple. They 
cannot do otherwise without repudiat- 
ing their prophet, Joseph Smith. The 
golden plates, from which Smith 
claims to have translated the Book of 
Mormon, are presented as the record 
written by one of the few survivors of 
the Nephites (the righteous branch of 
the ancient Americans). This sur- 
vivor, it is said, after he had completed 
the record, secreted the plates in a 
cement chest in a hillside near the 
Smith farm at Palmyra, New York. 
Mormon guides at this site will oblige 
you by showing you the hole in which 
the plates were found. 

But what about the plates them- 
selves? They were removed, so the 
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story goes, from Smith’s possession 
for safe-keeping by the angel Moroni 
who had delivered them to Smith a 
few years previously. Moroni, the 
angel, was the same personage who, as 
a man, inscribed the plates and buried 
them in 395 A.D. so that Smith could 
locate and translate them 1430 years 
later. 

So, in spite of the incredibility of all 
this, the Mormons, to change their 
story, would have to repudiate both 
their prophet and the angel Moroni 
and destroy the foundations on which 
their false faith is built. And this 
they will not do. 

Probably Smith’s most grotesque 
anthropological blunder was made 
when he included in the Book of 
Mormon, at least four times, the teach- 
ing that the dark skin of the Indians 
was given them as a curse for their 
disobedience. To make matters more 
embarrassing for present day Mormon 
teachers, Smith then assured these 
Lamanite apostates that when they re- 
turned to the ways of the Lord, they 
would again become a “white and de- 
lightsome people.” 

The truth is, however, that though 
the Mormons have been making con- 
verts among the various tribes of In- 
dians for well over a hundred years, 
as yet no “Lamanite” has changed his 
color. Thousands of Utes and Paiutes 
in the state of Utah have been 
baptized in this period. But after 
nearly a century of Mormon influence 
and church membership, they are as 
dark and unregenerate as ever. 


+ In THE last dozen years, the Navajo 
Reservation has become the Mormons’ 
special target. A large proportion of 
the trading posts—well over a hun- 
dred of them—are owned and operated 
by Mormons. Each of these traders 
is a potential missionary. 

The results they are getting are due 
in no small part to the doctrine set 
forth in the booklet I have been dis- 
cussing, that the Indians are in truth 
Semites, and descendants of the Mor- 
mon people. 

It is quite common now for Navajos, 
when dealt with by a Christian mis- 
sionary, to say, “But you have the 
wrong book. Your book does not tell 
who our ancestors were.” 

Actually, our Book does tell. It 
traces all mankind alike back to 
Adam, the father of us all. “For as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall 
all be made alive” (I Cor. 15:22). 

This is the Christian message. In 
our endeavor to carry that message to 
the tribes of the earth, let us not for- 
get that one tribe is dwelling within 
our own borders, whom the adversary 
is reaching today—because we have 
not cared enough. ENpD 





T= minister has a peculiar respon- 
sibility to his church, but this 
does not free him from the ties of his 
home. If he is a husband, his duties 
as a husband are not cancelled be- 
cause he is a minister. If he is a 
father, his duties as a father are not 
cancelled because he is a minister. 

The minister must remember that 
the home was instituted before either 
the nation or the church, and that 
the family is still the basic unit of 
society. 

He must prevent two extremes 
from happening to his home. He has 
to see that it does not become a mere 
rooming house—a place where he 
goes to sleep and eats an occasional 
meal. One minister’s child, after her 
father had applied some needed dis- 
cipline, asked, ‘““Mommy, who is that 
strange man who comes in to give me 
my spankings?” 

He should also watch that his 
home does not become the church 
annex. Too often the parsonage or 
the manse is the place where all the 
activities of the church spill over. 
It cannot be called a home then; it is 
a department of the church. 


+ Why is the minister’s relationship 
to his home so important? First, the 
minister needs his home. Secondly, 
his home needs the minister. 

The minister needs his home as a 
retreat. The annual ministers’ re- 
treat is a wonderful institution. A 
group of pastors come together in 
some quiet spot and spend a day or 
two seeking the Lord, studying the 
Word, and discussing the problems of 
their work. They encourage one 
another, strengthen one another’s 
faith, and clarify one another’s 
vision. They usually go back to 





The pastor who neglects his own 
family has forgotten a very 
important part of his congregation 
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their work with renewed determina- 
tion, zeal and power. But a minister 
needs more than an annual retreat. 
He needs a place to which he can 
continually resort. That place is his 
home. 

He needs his home as a social re- 
treat. A minister is under great 
emotional stress much of the time. 
The pulpit lays upon him heavy 
emotional pressure. In_ pastoral 
work he has to enter into the bur- 
dens, the temptations and the sor- 
rows of his people. He needs a place 
where he can recover emotionally. 
No place can be substituted for his 
home. 

Here the minister’s wife has a re- 
sponsibility. Her genius creates in 
the home that atmosphere of peace, 
love and relaxation that will enable 
her husband to have that emotional 
recuperation day by day. 

The children will play their part, 
too, quite unconsciously. When 
Daddy comes home, they will bring 
their toys to show him, or insist that 
he play a game with them. It will 
be good for him, if he will. Time 
with the children will help him to 
relax. 

Sometimes he will need sleep. 
Then mother will put the children to 
bed, or somehow find a place where 
they cannot disturb their father’s 
rest. 

The minister needs his home as a 
spiritual retreat. Here he will meet 
with God. He should have some 
corner where he can be alone with 
God. Such a spot may be hard to 
find, but a place at home is better 
than the church office. If a minister 
is in the church office, he is expected 
to be available. A church secretary 
can shield him to some extent, but 


not nearly so well as a good wife can 
—and she will have more under- 
standing of his need than a member 
of the church staff. 

John Wesley had a prayer room, 
immediately off his bedroom. His 
church was only a step from his 
home, but Wesley sensed that home 
was a sanctuary for him, especially 
when he entered the little prayer 
room and knelt by the tree stump in 
the middle of the floor. I do not 
know when my soul has been so 
blessed as it was when I visited his 
prayer room. The spiritual power 
of Wesley’s life seemed to impregnate 
the atmosphere of that little room, 
even centuries afterwards. 

I was named for a Presbyterian 
minister who was a true man of God. 
When I was born, he was still a 
bachelor and roomed with my par- 
ents. But his little room was a spir- 
itual sanctuary to him. If he passed 
our home during his pastoral visit- 
ing, which he did on foot or on a 
bicycle, he would go up to his little 
room for prayer, to strengthen him- 
self for the tasks that remained. 

My older brother, who was a 
toddler at the time, frequently ac- 
companied the good minister up- 
stairs, till he thought that there was 
only one thing to do in that room, 
namely, pray. It was a_ spiritual 
sanctuary. If a bachelor can turn 
his rented room into a spiritual sanc- 
tuary, how much more can a minister 
turn his own home into such a sanc- 
tuary. 

The minister also needs his home 
as a proving ground. What he is in 
the pulpit is not the ultimate gauge 
of what he is. What he is at home, 
so he is. There he puts off all airs— 
he is himself. If a man is a man of

God in his home, he is a man of God. 

It is a tragedy when a man is one 
person in the pulpit and another in 
the home. What that man is in the 
pulpit is a mere front, and an affront 
to God and to man. Woe to that 
minister of whom it can be said, 
“When he is in the pulpit, we wish 
he would never come out of it; when 
he is out of the pulpit, we wish he 
would never go into it.” Show mea 
man who proves himself in his home, 
whose wife can truly say of him, “He 
is a godly man,” whose children can 
say of him proudly, “Dad’s a real 
Christian,” and you have a man who 
is worthy to fill a pulpit. 

The home is the place where the 
minister can apply his doctrine. For 
example, a minister preaches about 
a family altar. Does he have one? 
He insists that all difficulties can be 
overcome to preserve the family 
altar. What happens when his own 
teenagers have a multitude of en- 
gagements? Does he still maintain 
the family altar? He preaches that 
in a Christian home children should 
be properly disciplined. Are his 
children disciplined? Or are they 
the proverbial “P.K.’s”? No better 
place exists than his own home for 
testing what a man preaches. There 
he will discover whether his preach- 
ing is academic or practical. 


+ THE minister needs his home as a 
training center. A man has not com- 
pleted his training when he has gone 
through college and seminary or 
Bible school. We do not propose 
that a pastor turn kitchen-help or 
nursery maid, but he will learn many 
a valuable lesson in the kitchen and 
nursery, not only for the illumination 
of his sermons, but for application in 


his dealings with people. In many 
instances, the psychology learned in 
the home will carry him farther than 
that learned in books. 

The home is a training center in 
another way—it is the place for frank 
criticisms. I knew a minister whose 
wife tried to fulfill her wifely duty 
to his preaching. He resented it. 
Several times he responded very 
negatively to her criticisms, until she 
decided that she would stop. She 
never criticized him again. As time 
went on, he realized he was missing 
out by not having his wife’s sug- 
gestions, but he could never persuade 
her to correct him again. He im- 
poverished his ministry because of 
his poor response. 

A wife will learn to be wise and 
tactful in her criticisms. Sunday 
night is not a good time for her com- 
ments on that day’s preaching. Her 
husband is tired; he has expended all 
that he has. Sunday night is the 
time when she should help him to 
relax. On Monday, when the burden 
is somewhat lifted, she can tell him 
graciously of the faux pas that he 
made in his preaching the previous 
day. 

He ought to be man enough and 
saint enough to accept the criticisms. 
C. H. Spurgeon had in his congrega- 
tion a man who sent him an anony- 
mous letter every Monday morning, 
listing the mistakes in English which 
he had made in his sermons. Spur- 
geon looked forward to that letter. 
It did him a world of good. If a 
minister can profit from an outsider’s 
criticism, why not from a wife’s? 

The minister will get some advice 
from his children, too. No one will 
be so honest. 

“Dad, do ycu know that you took 
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ten full minutes to make the an- 
nouncements this morning? And they 
were right in the bulletin.” 

“Dad, you sure did pray a long time 
this morning.” 

“Why do you shout so, anyhow, 
Dad?” 

Instead of being cross with his chil- 
dren, the minister will be wise if he 
learns from them. They ought to be 
taught to give suggestions in a respect- 
ful manner, but their frankness should 
not be destroyed. 


+ Tuus the minister needs his home 
as a retreat, as a proving ground and 
as a training center. But the reverse 
is also true—his home needs the 
minister. 

It needs him, first, as a husband. 
Why should the woman he married be 
deprived of a husband because he has 
been called to the work of the min- 
istry? He ought to be a better hus- 
band for being a minister. Remem- 
ber, peculiar burdens are laid upon a 
minister’s wife. She carries respon- 
sibilities that the ordinary church 
member knows nothing about. If she 
is a true minister’s wife, she will be 
sharing the cares of the flock. She 
deserves to be compensated. The one 
who should bestow this compensation 
is her husband. He owes it to her to 
recompense her in understanding, 
tenderness and affection. 

She also needs companionship and 
The minister expects these 
from his wife. Should this be a one- 
way street? He should see that this 
woman, who bears the weight of re- 
sponsibility with him, and who has 
entered into a life of sacrifice, is not 
left alone. 

Then the home needs the minister 
In the New Testament 
the elders of the church (those who 
bore the responsibility) are especially 


_ exhorted to fulfill their duties at home. 


And the greater the responsibility in 
the church, the more urgent it is to 
fulfill one’s home duties. 

His children ought not to be put in 
a class by themselves, as P.K.’s. They 
resent it—and rightly so. It is true 
that the conduct of a minister’s family 
reflects on the minister, on the church 
and on Christ Himself. But his appeal 
to them must not be on the ground of 
their relationship to him as a minister, 


| but rather on the ground of their re- 


lationship to Christ. As a man of God 


| he will give himself to prayer for his 


own children, faithfully train them in 


| the knowledge of the Lord and trust 
| God for a work of the Holy Spirit in 
| their hearts. 
| as P.K.’s, they will order their walk 
| in such a way that they will be a joy 
| to their parents, an ornament to the 
| church and an honor to Christ. 


Then as Christians, not 


In the Song of Solomon the Shula- 
mite said, “They made me the keeper 
of the vineyards, but mine own vine- 
yard have I not kept.” Many a min- 
ister has had to say that with regret. 
His own vineyard was overrun, his 
children neglected. But it need not 
be. A minister need not be a failure 
as a father because he is a minister. 
He should be a better father. 

His home needs the minister as a 
minister. The only pastor that his 
wife has is her husband. The only 
pastor that his children have is their 
father. So he must be a minister to 
his own home, or he is neglecting a 
very important part of his congrega- 
tion. 

He must be a minister to them by 
example. His wife and children know 
exactly the relationship between what 
he preaches in the pulpit and what he 
lives in the home. If the sermons and 
the man are one, then he will be set- 
ting a good example as a minister of 
Jesus Christ to his family. 

He should be giving spiritual lead- 
ership in the home. Why should this 
responsibility be left to the wife? 
Throughout the Bible this responsibil-

ity is laid upon the father, and the 
minister is not exempt. He is to give 
instruction in spiritual things. If he 
has a wife who can be a teammate in 
this teaching, he isa happy man. But 
to relegate it all to her is laying too 
heavy a burden upon her. So the 
minister ought to be such a husband 
and father that he is qualified to be a 
spiritual adviser and leader in his own 
home. His home needs the minister. 

For his own sake, his family’s sake, 
the church’s sake and the gospel’s 
sake, the minister must preserve the 
sanctity of his home. Then home and 
pulpit will alike reflect the true man 
of God. END 
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state, and was supported by taxation 
upon all inhabitants, was a heritage 
of medieval times. It is not to be 
found in the Scriptures, nor is it to be 
inferred from the Scriptures. The 
Saviour made no pretensions what- 
ever of political power or authority. 
He made it clear that His Kingdom 
was not of this world. 

The early Christians were witnesses 
of the crucified and risen Redeemer, 
and made no effort to capture or con- 
trol government. In the early cen- 
turies of the Christian era, the 
usurpation of secular power by the 
bishop of Rome was a historical acci- 
dent. It succeeded only because of 
the power vacuum created by the fall 
of the Roman empire at the hands of 
the barbarian hordes from northern 
Europe. 

The papist position on the union of 
church and state, with supremacy of 
the church, was summarized by Pope 
Boniface in the Bull Unam Sanctam 
(1302). Therein he asserted that in 
the church are two swords, and that 
“both are in the power of the church, 
the spiritual and the material. 

“But the latter is to be used for the 
church, the former by her; the former 
by the priest, the latter by kings and 
captains, but at the will and by the 
permission of the priest. The one 
sword, then, should be under the 
other, and temporal authorities sub- 
ject to spiritual.” 

This dogma is wholly unscriptural, 
anti-Christian and thoroughly un- 
American. 

The scriptural truth concerning the 
relationship between church and state 
was clearly understood in seven- 
teenth-century England. It was stated 
concisely by fearless men such as 
John Lidurne and other Levellers 
whom he represented. 

In his statement of the principles 
and maxims concerning government 
and religion, Lidurne said cogently: 

“All religion in men is founded 
upon the inward consent of their 
understandings and hearts to the truth 
revealed .. . therefore, no man can 
compel another to be religious, or by 
force or terror constrain the people to 
be of the true religion.” 

Furthermore, he declared that “the 
only means to promote the true reli- 
gion under any government is to en- 
deavor rightly to inform the people’s 
consciences, by whose dictates God 
commands them to be guided; and 
therefore Christ ordained the preach- 
ing of the Gospel as the outward 
means for converting souls. Faith 
coming by hearing... .”

England, Roger Williams, took a 
strong position on the separation of 
church and state. He asserted with 
assurance: 

“God requireth not an uniformity | 
of religion to be enacted and enforced 
in any civil state; which enforced uni- 
formity (sooner or later) is the great- 
est occasion of civil war, ravishing of | 
conscience, persecution of Christ Jesus | 
in His servants, and of the hypocrisy 
and destruction of millions of souls.” 

Roger Williams taught with scrip- 
tural exactness that all men are to be 
granted freedom of conscience, and 
that the only sword is that of “God’s 
Spirit, the Word of God.” 


With the passing of time, one by one 


the American colonies disestablished 
whatever church had been recognized 
and supported as the official ecclesias- 
tical body of the commonwealth. By | 
the time our Federal Constitution was | 
written and adopted, in 1787, the prin- | 

ciple of separation of church and state | 
was recognized as basic to our way of 

life. | 
In the First Amendment to the Con- | 
stitution this principle was spelled | 
out, and the courts of our land have 
declared that there is a “wall” between | 
church and state. That wall is a 
landmark not to be removed. Any 
moving of it, even in the slightest de- 
gree, is inimical to the true interest 
of every American. 


+ Now wuart about the Christian’s | 
responsibility as a citizen of the King- 
dom of God? Here also he finds cer- 
tain landmarks set by our fathers. 
They likewise are not to be moved. | 
They may be summarized under three 
main categories: (1) the revelation | 
from God the Father, (2) the redemp- 
tion of God the Son, and (3) the pres- | 
ent reign of the Saviour—in the hearts | 
of all believers by the Holy Spirit— | 
and the return of the King. 

The Most High God is self- reveal- | 
ing. By searching we could never find 
the Almighty out to perfection. ad 
are finite; He is infinite. We are| 
ephemeral; He is eternal. But what | 
we could not find out by searching, | 
God has made known to us by revela- | 
tion. By wisdom we do not know | 
God, as the long history of mankind 
clearly shows. Only as the Most High | 
God makes Himself known can we 
have any clear understanding of His 
personality, His attributes, and His 
eternal purpose. 

The creation, the universe, con- 
stitutes a vast volume for our informa- | 
tion. Its pages are understood only | 
as by careful study and investigation, 
by research and reflection, and most 
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| of all by humility, we seek to know 


both the creation and the Creator. 
But our understanding is incomplete 
if we seek only how creation came into 
being, and not Who created the uni- 
verse. Beyond the handiwork we see 


| the Hand, and beyond the observable 


laws of mathematical precision we 
discern the Lawgiver. 

The Bible is the written word of the 
living God. It represents His concern 
for the welfare of mankind. When 


| man went into disobedience and sin, 
| we did not run to the Most High for 


refuge; rather, we hid ourselves as He 
came searching for us. God by His 
Spirit was still searching, through the 
prophets of old and the apostles of the 
early Christian era, with the heart 
cry: “Why will ye die?” And He is 
searching today. 

This is one of the landmarks to be 
preserved—the Bible, God’s written 
revelation of Himself. The Christian 
believes the Scriptures of Old and 
New Testaments to be verbally in- 


| spired of God and to be inerrant in the 


original writing, and he believes that 
they are of supreme and final author- 
ity in faith and life. 


+ Gop’s redemption for mankind is 
revealed in the sacrificial death of the 
Lord Jesus Christ on the cross of 
Calvary. “All we like sheep have 
gone astray,” declared Isaiah, evan- 
gelical prophet of the old dispensation. 

The Bible and human experience 
corroborate the sad truth that “there 
is none righteous, no not one,” and 
“all have sinned, and come short of 
the glory of God.” The Lord Jesus 
stated categorically the purpose of His 
coming into the world from heaven’s 
glory: “For even the Son of man 
came not to be ministered unto, but to 
minister, and to give his life a ransom 
for many” (Mark 10:45). He said, “I 
am the good shepherd: the good shep- 
herd giveth his life for the sheep” 
(John 10:11). 

Concerning His person, the Scrip- 
tures state expressly: “in whom we 


| have redemption through his blood, 
| the forgiveness of sins, according to 


the riches of his grace” (Eph. 1:7). 
Second Corinthians adds: “God was 
in Christ, reconciling the world unto 
himself, not imputing their trespasses 
unto them; and hath committed unto 
us the word of reconciliation.” 
Because of that redemption and 
reconciliation, regeneration (the new 
birth from above) is made available to 
as many as receive the Saviour (John 
1:12; 3:16), with the wonderful result 
given in II Corinthians 5:17: “There- 
fore, if any man be in Christ, he is a 
new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become

new. 





+ In THESE landmarks of redemption, 
laid down in the Scriptures as the very 
word of the living God, the Christian 
perceives that the Lord Jesus Christ 
is God the Son, the second person of 
the Trinity, from all eternity; that in 
time He was begotten of the Holy 
Spirit, born of the virgin Mary; and 
that He is thus true God and true man. 
Furthermore, he believes that the 
Saviour died for our sins according to 
the Scriptures as a representative and 
substitutionary Sacrifice, and that all 
who believe in Him are justified on 
the grounds of His shed blood. 

As another landmark of redemption, 
the Christian believes unequivocally 
in the physical resurrection of the 
Lord, His ascension into heaven and 
His present ministry there for us as 
our High Priest and Advocate. He 
believes that, during His absence, the 
third person of the Trinity, the Holy 
Spirit, the Comforter, dwells in every 
true Christian believer. It is the Holy 
Spirit who reveals Christ in the life of 
the Christian, so that he can say, “I 
am crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in 
me: and the life that I now live in the

flesh I live by the faith of the Son of 
God, who loved me, and gave himself 
for me” (Gal.

Another great landmark the Chris- 
tian must guard is that He who reigns 
now in the hearts of believers pro- 
mised that He would return (John 
14:3; Matt. 24:30; Luke 21:27; and 
many other scriptures). Declared 
Peter, when the lame man was healed 
at the Beautiful Gate: “And he [God 
the Father] shall send Jesus Christ 
[God the Son], which before was 
preached unto you; whom the heavens 
must receive until the times of the 
restitution of all things, which God 
[the Holy Spirit] hath spoken by the 
mouth of all his holy prophets since 
the world began” (Acts 3:20, 21). 


+ Sucu are the great landmarks of the 
Christian: revelation, the landmark of 
faith; redemption, the landmark of 
love; and the present reign and im- 
manent return of the Saviour, the 
landmark of hope. 

These are the spiritual landmarks 
which must never be removed. These 
are the ramparts we must watech—and 
keep!

te the years a considerable in- 
crease in income tax benefits has 
been allowed to clergymen. As a re- 
sult, ministers may often obtain con- 
siderable savings if they—and those 
who provide their paycheck—are 
familiar with the provisions of the 
Internal Revenue Code which relate 
to clergymen. 

Today, for example, Section 107 of 
the Code permits the minister whose 
congregation furnishes him with a 
parsonage to exclude the rental value 
of the parsonage from his gross in- 
come. Or, should he receive a cash al- 
lowance in lieu of a parsonage, this in- 
come, properly accounted for, may 
also be excluded. Since 1954, any al- 
lowance paid to a minister to defray 
the cost of public utilities he uses 
should also be excluded. 

All these are special tax benefits for 
clergymen. An ordinary worker re- 
ceiving a rent allowance, for example, 
is not permitted to exclude this item 
from his taxable income. 

While clergymen should exclude, 
for Federal income tax purposes, their 
allowances for rent and utilities, these 
allowances should be used, to the ex- 
tent they are needed, to give the 
minister the largest possible social 
security credit. Federal lawmakers 
decided wisely to give clergymen the 
right to include these allowances when 
they compute their social security 
taxes. (For clergymen, and certain 
others, the social security tax is called 
a self-employment tax.) 

For example, let’s take the case of 
the pastor whose annual salary is 
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No pastor can afford to overlook tax benefits to which he is entitled 


$3,600 and whose annual allowances 
for rent and utilities total $1,500. To 
compute his social security tax, he 
would use his salary of $3,600 plus 
$1,200 of his allowances to give him 
the maximum annual amount ($4,800) 
on which social security taxes are 
presently collected. Should his allow- 
ances be $1,000 annually, his social 
security taxes would be computed on 
$4,600—his salary plus his allowances. 
This social security benefit accrues to 
those clergymen whose salaries, apart 
from allowances, are less than $4,800 
annually. 

The question is, “Why is this a 
benefit?” And the answer seems ob- 
vious. Social security taxes represent 
an investment in retirement income at 
an unbelievably low rate. The in- 
creased investment which the minister 
makes, as a result of increasing his 
social security base through allow- 
ances, is not great. The maximum 
amount a minister will be required to 
pay for social security taxes for 1960 
will be $216, or 44 per cent of $4,800. 

Some ministers who receive cash 
allowances for the parsonages they 
own or rent for themselves overlook 
the fact that the amount of the exclu- 
sion is limited. The limitation is 
clearly set forth in Section 107 of the 
1954 Code which states that a minister 
may exclude from his gross income, 
“The rental allowance paid to him as 
part of his compensation, to the extent 
used by him to rent or provide a 
home.” 

What does this mean? Let us as- 
sume that a pastor was allowed $1,200 
as a cash rental allowance by his con- 
gregation for 1960, including utilities. 
But his outlay for rent and utilities 
during the year totaled only $1,100. A 
correct return of his taxable gross in- 
come will, therefore, include his salary 
plus $100 as the unspent portion of his 
parsonage allowance. He cannot carry 
over the $100 to be spent in 1961. 

Inaccuracies on the part of pastors 
in reporting parsonage allowances may 
lead to disastrous results. If too many 
ministers were too careless or inac- 
curate regarding this point, this tax 
benefit might be partially or entirely 
withdrawn by Congress. Ministers 
will do well, therefore, to furnish a 
schedule showing the expenditures 
made from the parsonage allowance 
and the unexpended portion, if any. 
This will help the auditor of the 
Internal Revenue Service to deter- 
mine whether the minister has ac- 
counted for the limitation of the ex- 
clusions. It will also show his good 
faith in the preparation of the return. 
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+ A FEW organizations may try un- 
successfully to benefit ministers by 
granting parsonage allowances to 
them even though these clergymen 
engage in purely secular activities. 
Merely holding a license to preach the 
gospel does not in itself qualify a 
minister for the parsonage allowance. 
He must show, in addition, that the 
duties he performs in his position rea- 
sonably require the services of a 
minister. As a general rule, the min- 
ister may claim the parsonage benefit 
when more than half of his time is 
devoted to religious activities instead 
of secular duties. When in doubt, the 
minister should consult the Internal 
Revenue Service. 

To illustrate, let’s look at a few ex- 
amples where a minister is engaged in 
other than pastoral work but still 
qualifies for the parsonage allowance. 
A minister teaching theology or 
related subjects and doing administra- 
tive work at a theological seminary or 
in a school of theology of a college 
qualifies. The nature of the position 
and not the professional standing of 
the minister is the deciding factor. A 
minister who serves as the head of a 
department of religious education or 
religious films in a religious bookstore 
would qualify for the allowance. In 
this case, the employer could right- 
fully require that the position should 
be held by a minister. A chaplain 
hired by a city to serve in its penal 
institution would qualify, if his work 
included such services as are ordi- 
narily the duties of a minister. 

In some cases, a clergyman may re- 
ceive a straight salary with no sum 
designated for rental allowance. In 
such a case, he cannot make himself 
eligible for the exclusion of the rental 
allowance by making the segregation 
himself, regardless of the sums paid. 

The clergyman must observe the 
rules of the law and regulations to re- 
ceive this tax benefit. Congregations 
and employers should draw up written 
service contracts with the minister, 
setting forth the amount of the cash 
rental allowance and stating what 
utilities are to be included in this al- 
lowance. The church board which 
authorizes the payment of the cash 
rental allowance should take great 
care in drawing up this contract. 

The church may pay both salary and 
rental allowance to the minister in the 
same check. However, written evi- 
dence of the intent of the parties 
should be available. This may take 
the form of a service contract, adopted 
budget, minutes of employing church 
board or similar documents from such 


groups as a seminary, association or 
denomination. 

Employers must designate or ear- 
mark rental allowances in advance. 
Retroactive application of allowances 
are not permissible for 1960. 

A clergyman in the 20 per cent in- 
come tax bracket who itemizes his de- 
ductions will save $300 when he 
secures the tax benefits on the exclu- 
sion of $1,500 of rental allowances for 
1960—provided he spends all of it. 
What clergyman can afford to ignore 
this simple tax-saving provision of the 
present tax law? 

The minister, if he is to receive full 
benefits, must include all the items 
which the Internal Revenue Service 
recognizes as part of the rental and 
utility allowance. If he omits a sub- 
stantial expended cost of an allowable 
item, he will include as taxable income 
the unexpended portion of the rental 
allowance, thereby paying a tax which 
he does not owe. 

Here are the common classes of 
rental and utility allowances which 
apply either to the clergyman who 
owns his home or to the clergyman 
who rents his home: 

Payments on purchase money mort- 
gage or installment purchases; im- 
provements to residence; interest on 
deferred payments for residence; real 
estate taxes, insurance and repairs to 
the dwelling; utility costs such as heat, 
gas, oil or coal, light, water, telephone, 
waste and garbage disposal, furnish- 
ings and garage rental. 

The minister may not exclude 
amounts received from his church for 
food, maid, janitor and yard service. 

Payments on mortgages or install- 
ment purchases of a residence used as 
a parsonage may be included in the 
rental allowance. These payments 
differ from others in that they are not 
operating expenses. They may be 
treated as substitutes for depreciation 
on the residence which cannot be in- 
cluded. Only cash items are rec- 
ognized. 


+ Berore 1960 the Internal Revenue 
Service allowed what might be called 
a double tax benefit to certain clergy- 
men. This was restricted to ministers 
who received a cash rental allowance 
and who also owned their home and 
paid interest on the deferred payments 
for the home or paid real estate taxes. 

An illustration will show how this 
double tax benefit worked. Let us 
assume that Pastor Roe owns his own 
home and makes monthly payments 
on the mortgage on the home and on 
the interest. For 1959, his congrega- 
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tion gave him a rental allowance of | 
$1,500, including utilities.

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Pastor Roe’s deductions for con- 





tributions amounted to 10 per cent of 
his adjusted gross income. This in- 





dicated that he would be better off to 
itemize his deduction—which he de- 
cided to do. This decision, along with 
the fact that he was making payment 
on the mortgage on the home and also 
on the interest, made him eligible for 
the double tax benefit. He excluded 
from his gross income both of these 
deductions on page 2 of his Form 1040. 
In effect he deducted the same items 
from his income twice. The first time 
they were taken as deductions from 
income and the second time they 
were excluded from income by reason | 
of being included as rental allowances. 

A movement is underway to have 
this double tax benefit rescinded. 
Ministers affected by this rule should 
keep informed on this point before 
they complete their 1960 tax return. 
+ A 1960 amendment of the Code has 
made possible another tax benefit to 
clergymen. Those already in practice 
who want to be covered by social 
security laws and failed to file for this 
before may now do so by filing a | 
waiver certificate on form 2031.. This 
is the second extension for clergymen 
who misunderstood the provisions and 
failed to file before April 15, 1959, the | 
previous deadline. 

The Senate Finance Committee has 
estimated that approximately 60,000 
clergymen already in practice are now 
ineligible for social security benefits 
because they failed to file waiver cer- | 
tificates in time. 

Clergymen affected by this new law 
may find it advisable to file their 
waiver certificate when they file their | 
1960 income tax return. The new | 
deadline for this is April 15, 1962. 

The 1960 law also affects those 
clergymen who were otherwise eligi- 
ble but were not, for some reason, 
covered for the first taxable year after 
1954 and before 1959. If they filed a 
return for the succeeding years, they | 
can now file a supplemental waiver 
certificate, bringing such years under 
social security. They must pay the 
tax upon filing a self-employment tax 
return, but no interest on the assess-

CHRIST SATISFYING 


TT first twelve chapters on the 
Gospel of John we have entitled, 
“Christ’s Ministry to the World.” 
After the Prologue, in which we noted 
some of the deepest teaching about the 
person of the Lord Jesus Christ, we 
took note of the calling of His earliest 
disciples and His first miracle, or sign, 
performed at a wedding in Cana. 

In the last lesson we studied, “Two 
Momentous Interviews,” one with 
Nicodemus, who came by night, and 
the other with the woman of Samaria, 
whom He met by the well. They were 
two very different people, yet their 
basic problem was the same. The 
Jewish religious leader and the un- 
happy woman of immoral background 
both needed the Saviour. 

The lesson concluded with a study 
of our Lord’s second miracle—the 
healing of the nobleman’s son. 


+ WE have seen previously that most 
of the action in the Gospel of John 
takes place in Jerusalem. As chapter 
5 opens, the Lord Jesus goes again to 
Jerusalem for “a feast of the Jews” 
(5:1). Much has been written about 
the identity of this feast, but nothing 
that is written can be more than 
speculation. If it was a Passover, as 
many believe, then a year would have 
passed since the visit described in 2: 13. 
Accordingly, the length of the Lord’s 
earthly ministry would be established 
as somewhat over three years, since

two other Passover feasts are men- 
tioned in John (6:4; 12:1). 

This third miracle, or sign, in the 
Gospel of John again shows the power 
of the Lord Jesus to heal, this time in 
the case of a man who had been help- 
less for thirty-eight years (5:5). The 
subsequent objections and persecution 
arose from the fact that the miracle 
was done on the Sabbath day (5:9, 
10, 16). 


+ THE controversy over the healing 
on the Sabbath, however, soon took on 
a more serious aspect, because the 
Lord Jesus used the miracle as the

basis for the teaching concerning His 
deity. Asserting that His Father 
works unceasingly, He indicated that 
He also must pursue His work. 

The implications were clear to His 
original hearers, even if some people 
today profess to find the teaching 
obscure. One implication is that God's 
rest after the creation was broken by 
man’s sin, and that ever since then 
God has been engaged in the ceaseless 
work of redemption. The more ob- 
vious inference, which the Jews 
grasped immediately, was the claim of 
the Lord Jesus to be equal with the 
Father (5:18). 

Throughout the Gospel we are con- 
fronted with these claims of the Lord 
Jesus, claims which cannot be ignored. 
One can trace the mounting tension in 
the book, the development of the con- 
flict between truth and error, light and 
darkness, belief and unbelief. Even 
at this point in the narrative the 
enemies of Christ were determined to 
kill Him (5:16, 18). Strange to say, 
they were more consistent in their 
furious hatred of the Lord than are 
the “liberals” and others today who 
profess to accept the teaching of Jesus 
while rejecting the truth concerning 
who He is. Only the spiritual blind- 
ness of unbelief could cause men to 
reach such false conclusions. The 
logic is very clear: 

Either the Lord Jesus was good or 
He was not good. 
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Most will admit that He was a good 
man. 

But He claimed to be God and de- 
manded that all men should honor 
Him exactly as they honor the Father 
(5:23). 

If He were not God and therefore 
not deserving of this honor, then His 
claim would be preposterous and 
blasphemous, and He would not be a 
good man. 

If He is what He claimed to be, then 
how can anyone refuse to accept Him? 

You will note that in this discourse 
the Lord Jesus mentions His ability 
to raise the dead and His right to be 
the Judge of all men (5:21, 22). 
Salvation, as always in Scripture, is 
stated as a fact to be acknowledged by 
faith, not a mere wish or probability: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, he 


that heareth my word, and believeth | 
on him that sent me, hath everlasting | 
life, and shall not come into condem- | 


nation; but is passed from death unto 
life” (5:24). 


+ In the statement of 5:31, the Lord 
Jesus is not denying the truth of His 
own witness, but making a concession 
to His enemies, who would be quick 
to assert that He must have independ- 
ent witnesses to support His claims 
(compare 8:13). He calls up His wit- 
nesses, so to speak. 

The first witness is John the 
Baptizer (5:33). The people generally 
acknowledged that John was a prophet 
from God (Matt. 21:26). His tes- 
timony concerning the Lord Jesus was 
clear enough for all to believe. 

The second witness—the works of 
Christ (5:36). One of these had just 
been performed and was_ public 
knowledge among the people in Jeru- 
salem. 

The third witness is the Father 
Himself (5:37), but the enemies of 
Christ in their sinful condition were 
completely out of touch with God and 
unable to receive His testimony. 

The fourth witness—the Holy Scrip- 
tures (5:39). To the original hearers 
of this message the term meant what 
we now call the Old Testament. The 
first verb is probably a declaration 
rather than a command (the forms are 
identical in the original language): 

“Ye search the scriptures [A.S.V.]; 
for in ther ye think ye have eternal 
life: and they are they which testify 
of me. And ye will not come to me, 
that ye might have life” (5:39, 40). 


+ ConsTANT searching of the Word of 
God, such as the Jewish religious 
leaders practiced, does not lead to 
eternal life unless one accepts the 
Person of whom the Scriptures testify. 
Life is found not in the Book itself 
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but, through the Book, in the Person 
whom it describes. 

The Lord Jesus plainly teaches that 
the Old Testament foretold His com- 
ing, and His answer anticipates all 
those forms of modern unbelief which 
deny that Moses wrote the opening 
books of the Bible: “For had ye be- 
lieved Moses, ye would have believed 
me: for he wrote of me” (5:46). 

There is a difference between know- 
ing the facts of the Bible and believing 
the Bible. Believing the Bible always 
results in acceptance of Christ. 





+ Tue feeding of the five thousand is 
the only miracle performed by the 
Lord Jesus which is recorded in all 
four of the Gospels. Actually there 
were more than five thousand, for the 
number refers only to the adult men, 
not to the total size of the crowd. 
For the parallel accounts see Matthew 
14: 13-21; Mark 6: 34-44; Luke 9: 10-17. 

An interesting sidelight is the men- 
tion of Philip and Andrew and their 
apparently close relationship (com- 
pare 12:21, 22). Ponder this question: 
What procedure would the Lord have 
followed if the lad with the five barley 
loaves and two fishes (6:9) had been 
unwilling to give them up? Of course 
the Lord could have provided in some 
other way, but there is certainly a 
lesson for us here: we should sur- 
render all that we have—small and 
insignificant as it is—into the hands 
of the Saviour, that He may multiply 
it for His own glory. 


+ THE immediate effect of the miracle 
was that it made the Lord Jesus pop- 
ular in the wrong way. Many wanted 
to make Him a king (6:15) simply 
because they saw that He could solve 
their economic problems, not because 
they accepted Him as Saviour and 
Lord. Hence His abrupt departure 
“into a mountain himself alone” 
(6:15). 

Up to this time the Lord Jesus had 
| manifested His glory to His disciples 
| by acts of healing and by providing 
|for material needs. Now He shows 
Himself, by His walking upon the 
water, to be Lord of the creation, 
superior to all natural laws. “It is I; 
be not afraid” (6:20). The presence 
of Christ is all the security anyone 
will ever need. 





+ THE unusual events of that day of 
action were followed the next day by 
a great sermon and a continuation of 
the controversy in the synagogue at 
Capernaum (6:59). As He did so 
often, the Lord Jesus reasoned from 
natural needs to spiritual needs, from 
the things of everyday life to eternal 
realities. As bread supplies man’s 
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physical need, so He Himself is the an- 


swer to the deeper spiritual need: 
“And Jesus said unto them, I am the 
bread of life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that be- 
lieveth on me shall never thirst” 
(6:35). 

The effrontery of the people was 
astounding. Only the day before they 
had observed the miracle of the loaves 
and fishes. Now they say, “What sign 
shewest thou then, that we may see, 
and believe thee?” (6:30). Already 
they were discounting what they had 
seen, and they began to make un- 
favorable comparisons with Moses, as 
if to say, “What you did was nothing 
compared with what Moses did. Why, 
he fed a whole nation for forty years 
in the wilderness with bread from 
heaven!” 

The Lord Jesus patiently pointed 
out to His unreasonable critics that it 
was God, not Moses, who had given 
the manna, and that the same God had 
now sent the true bread from heaven, 
even Jesus Himself. It is ever true 
that just as bread will do a starving 
man no good unless he eats it, so the 
Lord Jesus cannot save the sinner 
who refuses Him. 


+ Tuts discourse of the Lord Jesus 
marked a turning point in His min- 
istry. Some who had been following 
Him now “went back, and walked no 
more with him” (6:66). They were 
exposed by the searching judgment of 
the Lord, “There are some of you 
that believe not” (6:64). 

His plaintive question to the twelve, 
“Will ye also go away?” evoked an 
answering question and a ringing af- 
firmation of faith from Peter: “Lord, 
to whom shall we go? Thou hast the 
words of eternal life. And we believe 
and are sure that thou art that Christ, 
the Son of the living God” (6:68, 69). 

The true character of Judas Iscariot, 
known always to the Lord, was here 
revealed in the Gospel for the first 
time (6:70, 71). The tragedy of the 
traitor, however, could not dim the 
light of faith which shone in Peter’s 
confession. 

To whom indeed can we go? The 
Lord Jesus Christ is the answer, the 
only answer, for us as well as for those 
original disciples. He alone has “the 
words of eternal life.”

An Outline for the Study of Prophecy 


It is strange, indeed, and unfortu- 
nate that there has never appeared in 
the English language a work of schol- 
arship embracing the entire subject of 
prophecy, both secular and biblical. 
The fact is, we do not even have a 
work in the English language that ad- 
equately covers the subject of biblical 
prophecy alone. And how greatly we 
need it! Of the hundreds of books on 
prophecy now available, each inves- 
tigates but one or two aspects of a 
varied theme. 

Recently I came upon a suggestive 
outline of this subject in a most un- 
expected place, the well-known Syn- 
topicon of Great Books of the Western 
World, the finest uniform collection of 
the great literature of the western 
world that has been issued to date. 
This fifty-four-volume edition is not 
an alphabetical index, but a classifica- 
tion of what the editors have called 
“The Great Ideas.” 

The second volume of the Syn- 
topicon, pp. 454-471, contains a most 
amazing classification of literary and 
biblical material bearing upon the 
general subject of prophecy. With 
the kind permission of the publishers 
of this work, Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nica, Inc., I am including here the out- 
line of the topics. It should be remem- 
bered that under each of these sixteen 
headings is a complete index to all 
material appearing in these more than 
fifty volumes, in addition to scores of 
references to the Bible and a list of 
works for additional reading. 

With many phrases here I cannot 
agree, but I am listing the divisions of 
the subject exactly as they appear in 
the Syntopicon. Of true prophecy the 
ancient world knew nothing except 
God’s chosen people, Israel.

As an indication of the scope of tne 
material, I shall simply name the au- 


thors listed under section 4d. After 
a number of references to the Old 
Testament, the Apocrypha and the 
New Testament, there are thirty-two 
references to material printed in full 
in these volumes by the following 
authors: Kepler, Augustine, Aquinas, 
Dante, Chaucer, Hobbes, Milton, Pas- 
cal, Locke, Edward Gibbon and Dos- 
toevsky. Of course, as the outline 
would indicate, there are many refer- 
ences here to passages—especially by 
the deists and rationalists—which re- 
ject the whole concept of prophecy. 
Nevertheless, here is a most sugges- 
tive outline for the study of this im- 
portant subject. 


New Books on Bible Versions 

At no time during the last fifty years 
have so many new books appeared 
relating to the Holy Scriptures. There 
are fourteen different series of com- 
mentaries now being published, in ad- 
dition to reprints of some of the older 
commentaries. In the first seven 
months of 1959 alone, over seventy 
books were published about the Bible 
generally, excluding new versions and 
all commentaries! Some of these vol- 
umes are of little consequence, and I 
am afraid they have been issued only 
for commercial gain. Some are defi- 
nitely important and of abiding value. 
A few are outstanding. 

In this particular survey I would 
like to consider three new books that 
have to do with the translation of the 
Scriptures, and especially with the 
changes which many words of the 
King James (Authorized Version) 
have suffered during the last three 
centuries. 

The first book I would refer to is 
God’s Word into English, by Dewey 
M. Beegle, assistant professor of He- 
brew and Old Testament in the Bibli- 
cal Seminary in New York. This 
volume of about 110 pages (excluding 
the appendices and indexes) begins 
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with an interesting discussion, “Why | 
Revise God’s Word?” The author | 
calls our attention to a fact not too | 
well-known: Between 1525 and 1582 
there were seven major translations | 
or important revisions of the Bible | 
into English, and between 1611 and | 
1960 there were something over 500 | 


translations of the Bibie in whole or | j 
in part—twenty-seven entire Bibles, | : 


seventy-five new testaments, etc.! 
The author’s discussion of the use 
of “thou” and “you” is excellent. A 
brief paragraph deserves quoting: 
“While the use of ‘you’ for Christ 
has come into acceptance in some reli- 
gious circles, no translation has at- 
tempted to employ ‘you’ for God. The 
reason is obvious: the _ traditional 
language of prayer, both private and 
public, has addressed God as ‘thou.’ 
The time has not yet come when the 
majority of the English-speaking 


Protestant Church are mentally pre- | 


pared to address God as ‘you,’ but 
aside from the traditional, psycholog- 
ical restrictions, there is no reason for 
not doing so.” 

His discussion of the use of italics 
is the best that I have seen. He may 
be justified in saying that “there can 
be no valid objection to the lack of 
italics in the R.S.V.,” but one cannot 
help but be more or less confused 
when he tries to find the equivalent 
of an English word in the text in the 
original Hebrew or Greek only to dis- 
cover that there is no original word, 
and that the English word has simply 
been supplied. In his thorough dis- 
cussion of the use of “charity” or 
“love” in I Corinthians 13, he called 
my attention to a matter which I think 
I did not previously know, namely, 
that the word “love” was employed 
in all the English translations of this 
chapter up through the first edition of 
the Bishop’s Bible in 1568. 

I would like also to commend heart- 
ily his treatment of I John 5:7, 8 (pp. 
18-22), and John 7:53-8:11 (pp. 24- 
27). Iam not sure that he is justified 
in his remarks regarding the two dif- 
ferent Greek words for “burden” in 
Galatians 6:2, 5. 

One of the most interesting items in 
the entire volume relates to I Samuel 
13:21. In the King James version this 
reads as follows: “Yet they had a 
file for the mattocks, and for the 
coulters, and for the forks, and for 
the axes, and to sharpen the goads.” 
In the Revised Standard Version the 
same verse reads, “and the charge was 
a pim for the plowshares and for the 
mattocks, and a third of a shekel for 
sharpening the axes and for setting 
the goads.” How does it come that 
the word “file”? now appears as the 
word “charge”? The Hebrew here is 
pim. Although the King James trans- 
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lators did not know it, we now know 
that a pim, as modern archaeology has 
discovered, was a small weight equal 


| to two-thirds of a shekel. 


To me, however, the most unex- 


| pected change, no doubt fully justified, 


is I Kings 10:28. The King James 
text is as follows: “And Solomon had 
horses brought out of Egypt, and linen 
yarn: the king’s merchants received 
the linen yarn at a price.” In the 
Revised Standard Version and other 
new versions the text reads: “And 
Solomon’s import of horses was from 
Egypt and Que, and the king’s traders 
received them from Que at a price.” 
The translators of 1611 took this He- 
brew word miqqueh as meaning linen 
yarn, but now we are convinced this 
is a geographical reference and means 
“from Que”, the province of Cilicia. 
The revisors drop out the word Egypt, 
and so does the Berkeley version, 
telling us that the reason why they 
did this was that Egypt “was not a 
producer of horses.” 

While, no doubt, the geographical 


| reference Que is correct, it seems to 
| me that it is a very dangerous prin- 


ciple to eliminate certain nouns from 
the original text of the Scriptures be- 
cause our limited archaeological in- 
formation would seem to invalidate 
the accuracy of the text. 

On the whole, however, the author 
has done an excellent piece of work. 
Many will be glad to have in the ap- 
pendix not only Tyndale’s story of his 
translation of 1530, but the famous 
preface to the King James version, 
“The Translators to the Readers.” 

Another work, with an altogether 
different arrangement is The Bible 
Word Book by Ronald Bridges and 
Luther A. Weigle. The sub-title of 
this book conveys its contents: “Con- 
cerning Obsolete or Archaic Words in 
the King James Version of the Bible.” 


| Arranged here in alphabetical order 


are almost all the words or phrases of 
the King James version which today 


| have a connotation more or less dif- 


ferent from that which was in the 
minds of the 17th century translators. 
I would say there are about 800 


| words discussed here with consider- 


able learning. I wonder who, today, 
unless they were a particularly care- 


| ful student of the English text, would 


be able to tell an inquirer that the 
word “amerce” in Deuteronomy 22:19 
means “to fine”, as a penalty. The 
authors remind us that such a phrase 


| as “by and by” (Mark 6:25, 27), when 
| put in this text, meant immediately, 


not “some indefinite time yet to come.” 
The Greek word is even stronger, 
meaning at that very hour. The dis- 
cussion of such words as “allege,” 
“bowels,” “conversation,” “dogs,” 
“moderation,” “strange,” “vessel,” are 


most interesting. Personally I think 
that the discussions of the words “in- 
fidel” and “hap” are quite inadequate, 
though not inaccurate. 

I must say that the real significance 
of the little word “aha” as an inter- 
jection expressing joy or satisfaction 
came as a surprise to me. We are 
reminded that the revisors in 1885 
were criticized for changing “ha ha” 
to “aha” in Job 39:24, 25 because they 
gave a human cry to the horse, but the 
authors are right in saying that the 
new translation certainly does the 
same. 

I was especially glad to note a cor- 
rection of I Timothy 4:7, where in the 
older version we read, “old wives’ 
fables.” The Revised Standard Ver- 
sion reads, “have nothing to do with 
godless and silly myths,” while Philips 
reads, “steer clear of all the stupid, 
godless, fictions.” I wish the authors 
had given us a discussion of the Eng- 
lish word “tradition,” but maybe they 
didn’t want to get involved in this 
difficult matter.

discussed here is Message and Mission 
by Eugene A. Nida, the well-known 
and richly gifted authority on trans- 
lation, especially for African and 
South American tribal languages. The 
theme of this book, as the sub-title 
indicates, is “The Communication of 
the Christian Faith” and what could 
be more important than that? 

This is easily the profoundest of 
these three volumes. It could only 
have been written by one who has 
spent years in facing the problems of 
communicating biblical truth to people 
of various tongues. I hardly know to 
what particular aspects of the book to 
call attention. As he moves through 
the great subjects which he discusses, 
Dr. Nida makes some very penetrat- 
ing and accurate comments, regarding 
certain features in present-day Prot- 
estantism, that I must quote: 

“Protestantism is by no means free 
from such differences between real 
and ideal beliefs. Despite an official 
belief in the priesthood of the be- 
liever, greater and greater concentra- 
tion of functions is being forced upon 
the professional ministry. Moreover, 
though the relevance of the prophetic 
word as preached from the Scriptures 
is said to be central to the life of the 
church, less and less preaching is 
Biblically based, while ritualistic prac- 
tices, which merely create a mood, 
rather than words, which convey a 
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message, are being incorporated into 
Protestant services ... 

“An analogous change is taking 
| Place in American Christianity. | 


| Whereas, in the p st prayer was re-| 


| oudel as a means of influencing the 
Almighty to act, many now think of 
prayer as a means of “taking hold” 
|of a supernatural force, of getting

in the Bodmer papyrus, which thus 
serves to clear up a previous obscurity 
in the text.”

ume. Incidentally, I did not know 
until reading this book, though I cer- 
tainly should have known, that the 
pilgrim fathers, clinging to the Geneva 
Bible of 1560, would not permit the | 


| King James version to be carried in 


the Mayflower. 

I hesitate to criticize the mature 
convictions of one who has so fruit- 
fully devoted himself to this matter 
of communicating the truths of our 
divine revelation to the peoples of this 
earth, but I cannot close this review 
without calling attention to two mat- 
ters, the first of which may not be of 
great importance. This task of com- 
munication embraces the whole world, 
all mankind; but almost all of the 





problems, difficulties and peculiar cus- 
toms which Dr. Nida vividly presents 
here are related to the more backward 
and—for the most part—smaller na- | 
tional or tribal groups. But most of | 
Europe today is just as pagan as many | 
parts of Africa or South America, and | 
just as ignorant of Christian truth. 
The problems of communications—say 
of the Shipibos of Peru—is not the 
same as communicating the Word of 
God to forty or fifty million people in 
Germany or France. Somehow Dr. | 
Nida passes by these great European 
nations so that one working on the 
continent among French, Germans, 
Italians, or Scandinavians would find 


scores of pages here more or less 
irrelevant. 
The most serious blemish in this | 


book, however, which many will re- 
gret to see, is his firm conviction that 
not only by music, but also by drama 
and especially by the dance biblical | 
truth is to be communicated. Here | 
are his very words: 

“In the Presbyterian church service 
in Batouri in the Cameroun a few 
years ago, two women put ona dance 
at Christmas time to dramatize the an- 
nunciation to the Virgin. The woman 
who was dancing the part of Mary 
came forward from the congregation, 
dancing in a graceful, but hesitant 
manner. Just then the angel danced 
in from the outside, with a most ex- 
cited rhythm. As the two danced on 
the platform the angel communicated | 
the message verbally and Mary re- 
sponded, following the biblical nar- 
rative. At last the angel danced off 
again with the same excited, ecstatic 
dance. 

During the time that the angel 
was communicating the divine an- 
nouncement, Mary’s entire rhythmic 
movements were slowly but steadily

This was significant 
communication, employing one of the 
most effective indigenous media.” 

As a corollary, Dr. Nida speaks 
slightingly of the sermon, stating: “It 
is questionable just how much com- 


| 


munication the average sermon ac- | 


tually effects.” To illustrate his point, 
he has a very poorly chosen story of a 
boy’s comment on a sermon. He even 
goes so far as to say that of various 
means of communication of biblical 
truth, “The sermon is often not the 
most effective.” 

If by “effective” he means resulting 
in bringing men and women to Jesus 
Christ, I would like to know if the 
sermon has not always been more ef- 
fective than music, drama or the 
dance. Preaching may be at a low 
ebb today, but it is still God’s ordained 
way of bringing the gospel to lost men 
and women, and the great ministry 
of Billy Graham is a testimony to this 
fact. I greatly regret to read these 
things in a book by one who holds so 
important a position in the very in- 
fluential American Bible Society. 


Let us all rejoice that archaeological | 


discoveries and linguistic research are 
bringing us closer and closer to the 
meaning of the sacred text, as it was 
in the minds of those chosen to write 
these pages under divine inspiration. 
At the same time let us pray for the 
deep desire and determination to in- 
creasingly appropriate, for triumphant 
living in this day of crisis, the power 
and purity promised us in this Word 
of God.

T= title of this book is suggestive and 
intriguing to anyone interested in 
the study of religions. Being the first of 
an intended “Christian Presence” series, 
it seeks to present “the new approach to 
Christian evangelization in non-Chris- 
tian cultures—to meet constructively the 
challenge of the present world situation 
in which mankind is being united—as 
never before.” In it there is ample evi- 
| dence of the depth of the author’s think- 
ing, his seriousness of purpose and the 
keenness of his desire to reach the 
Muslims with the Christian message. His 
emphasis is to be commended, and re- 
iterated. We must always approach an- 
other man’s beliefs with respect and 
sobriety, coupled with the desire to show 
deep consideration of his sacred things. 
And yet one wonders whether it is cor- 
rect to state that our approach to “an- 
other faith” is to be “in a spirit of ex- 
pectancy to find how God has been 
speaking—,” to quote from the intro- 
duction. Does the world have “less and 
less room for a secluded theology”? Do 
we want “a theology—which is on the 
frontiers of religions in their mutua’ 
existence”? 
The scholarship and sympathetic ap- 
proach of the author is impressive. But

what is his actual attitude towards 
Islam? What is his concept of the rela- 
tionship between Islam and Christianity? 
Suggestive questions are not clearly an- 
swered. “Can there be such a thing as 
inter-religion” involving the Christian 
faith? Is there an inter-relationship be- 
tween Islam and Christianity because 
they deal with the “same things,” and 
“to a significant extent deal with them 
in the same way”? 

Occasional statements which are 
doubtless true raise questions. “A theol- 
ogy that is happy, and proud, to be 
allegedly discontinuous with all the con- 
scious needs and actual thoughts of a 
religious world is not the Gospel of the 
Word made flesh.” True, the gospel can- 
not be isolated from the needs and 
thoughts of men. It is given to meet 
their needs and to satisfy their yearn- 
ings, but is this all that the author 
means? 

Intriguing is the title, gripping is the 
approach “in quest of Islam,” but un- 
certain is the conclusion. “The church 
lives, let us be clear, to bear witness 
unto the Truth.” We agree. But is this 
the language of equivocation? Do the 
author and reader mean the same thing? 
Is the truth wrong in being dogmatic, 
even in opposition to the dogmatism of 
Islam? Can the truth afford to be other- 
wise?—Irvine Robertson 
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Pastoral Counseling 

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF COUNSEL- 
ING, by Clyde M. Narramore 
(Zondervan, Grand Rapids, 303 
pages, $3.95) 


The need for pastoral counseling 
has never been greater than in our 
present day. The average pastor, how- 
ever, already burdened with duties 
never meant for the spiritual leader, 
has little available time to make an 
exhaustive study of this field. Narra- 


more, in a concise, semi-technical but | 


professional manner, has rendered a 
service to busy pastors by setting 
forth some of the basic techniques for 
an effective counseling program. 

Basic concepts and techniques of 
counseling form the basis of the book. 
The author excels in leading the un- 
trained counselor step by step into 
the basic techniques of the counseling 
process. “Special Areas of Counsel- 
ing,’ the second part of the book, 
points up the practical outworking of 
these techniques in varying situations. 
An appendix, the “Use Of Scripture 
In Counseling,” contains a glossary of 
terms used in counseling and a list 
of helpful books and records for ex- 
panding the counseling minister’s 
library. 

Presented as it is, in terms and con- 
cepts that the professionally untrained 
pastor can understand, the work pro- 
vides a good basic text for the begin- 
nings of a pastoral counseling program 
in the local church. It is well out- 
lined, and has an excellent recapitula- 
tion at the end of each chapter. The 
work does not pretend to be exhaus- 
tive. It is unfortunate, however, that 
it is not better documented and does 


not contain a bibliography of works | 
to which the author referred in writ- | 


ing the book. The work should whet 
the pastor’s appetite for more exten- 
sive study and action in this greatly 
neglected field of Christian service.

Calvin and Culture 


|THE CALVINISTIC CONCEPT OF 
| CULTURE, by Henry Van Til (Baker, 

Grand Rapids, 245 pages, $4.50) 
| A major problem facing the Christian 
| is that he “is in the world, but not of 
the world.” This is the dilemma which 
Dr. Van Til, professor of Bible at Calvin 
College, undertakes to elucidate. 

Man is basically a religious being. “Out 
of the heart are the issues of life.” God 

is “the ever-present Fact of man’s exist- 
ence.” He may “be loved or hated, adored 
or debased, but He cannot be ignored.” 
This is the base upon which true culture 
must be built. The result of ignoring God 
is that life loses its significance; man is 
overwhelmed by a sense of meaningless- 
ness. 

After defining and enlarging upon the 
basic Calvinistic idea of culture, the 
writer illustrates from history the Chris- 
tian attitude toward life. Augustine, Cal- 
vin, A. Kuyper, and Schilder are inter- 
preted and evaluated. 

The final part of the book is the appli- 
cation of the Calvinistic cultural concept 
to various areas and problems of life. 

| This discussion follows upon a helpful 
| exposition of the doctrine of biblical au- 
thority. It is a worthwhile exposition 
showing clearly the relevance of the 
| teachings of Scripture to all of existence. 
The antithesis between the attitude of 
the natural man and the believer toward 
Scripture is lucidly portrayed and is a 
pertinent observation in this day of in- 
dividualism and rationalism. 

The lack of an index is something of 
a drawback when attempting to locate 
specific references within the volume. 
A bibliography of relevant works in this 
field would also be a boon to the reader. 
At the top of page 28, lines one and two 
are reversed, and the quotation cited 
from Machen on the same page should 
read pages 149, 150, not 150, 151. 

As the book is stimulating and biblical 
in its emphasis, it may be recommended 
as good reading for every thoughtful 
person.—Walter M. Dunnett 





For God's People 


HE LEADETH ME, by V. Raymond Ed- 
man (Scripture Press, Wheaton, Iil., 
88 pages, $1.50) 

The sub-title of this book is ‘Lessons 
on God’s gracious guidance in the lives 


of those who love and trust Him,” and 
this is the purpose of the book. 

There are thirty-two two-page mes- 
sages on the theme, “He leadeth me,” 
each title beginning with “L”: “Lack,” 
“Liberty,” “Light,” “Loneliness,” “Loss,” 
“Love,” etc. 

Each message is preceded by a Scrip- 
ture verse which gives the keynote of the 
lesson to follow. A well-chosen poem, a 
spiritual message in itself, frequently 
is quoted between chapters. Twenty-two 
such poems are used. 

Dr. Edman has drawn on his own rich 
Christian experience in these lessons, 
presenting the reality of God’s faithful 
guidance under all circumstances and in 
all times of need in the lives of those 
who trust Him. The reader will find that 
both inspiration and blessing await him 
in this book.—Ruby A. Jackson 


Cloud of Witnesses 


GREAT PERSONALITIES OF THE 
OLD TESTAMENT, by William San- 
ford LaSor (Revell, Westwood, N.J., 
192 pages, $3.00) 

Character studies are among the most 
rewarding aspects of Bible teaching and 
preaching. “There was a man, sent from 
God ...” can be written across almost 
every page of the Bible. Most of the les- 
sons of Scripture are not abstractions, 
but demonstrations of God’s power in 
human life. 

Dr. LaSor has given us eighteen studies 
in the lives of Old Testament heroes of 
faith. They were originally given in an 
adult Bible class, and they have a prac- 
tical touch which should please the dis- 
criminating Christian layman. The in- 
formed pastor will appreciate the wide 
range of materials from which the au- 
thor draws. Footnotes frequently handle 
the technical aspects of the themes under 
discussion, and Dr. LaSor does not hesi- 
tate to deal with linguistic and critical 
problems. 

Most books on Bible characters consist 
of a series of lessons, frequently of great 
value, drawn from the lives of the men 
and women of Scripture. Dr. LaSor helps 
us to understand these people in their 
historical setting. We get a glimpse of 
Mesopotamia during the days of Abra- 
ham and of Egypt when Moses was grow- 
ing up there. He calls his chapter on 
Ruth—the only woman discussed—“God 
in the Commonplace.” The difference be- 
tween customs of Ruth’s day and our 
own are clearly presented, and the read- 
er is conscious of the way in which God 
was present in her life, preparing her 
to become the wife of Boaz and the an- 
cestress of David. 

This book can be recommended with- 
out reserve. It should open the “more 
excellent way” of Bible study to all who 
read it carefully—Charles F. Pfeiffer

Two romances, 
that of a young African and the per- 
sonal story of the missionary, are woven 
together with the deep need of Africa 
for Christ as the thread that binds them. 
The author was himself a missionary to 
the land which he depicts.

A brief account of 
congregational singing in the Christian 
church since apostolic days. The style is 
popular rather than technical so the 
book will be enjoyed by minister and 
layman as well as by the church musi- 
clan.

The objective, historic 
revelation of God in the holy Bible— 
from Genesis to Revelation—presents 
these cardinal doctrines which are part 
of the warp and woof of genuine 
Christianity.

tianity at heart concerns Him. They are 
the divine inspiration of the Word of 
God, which is necessary if we are to 
have an infallible, inerrant revelation 
of the truth to be believed; the virgin 
birth and sinless life of the Lord Jesus, 
which is necessary if we are to have a 
Saviour; the atoning and _substitu- 
tionary death of the Lord Jesus, which 
is necessary if men are to have a 
Redeemer; the glorious resurrection of 
the Son of God, which is necessary to 
the establishment of the validity of the 
cross and to all that that cross guar- 
antees for the future; the ascension 
and return to the consummation of the 
purpose of God.”

The third volume contains a 
similar number of sketches, but on 
miracles, incidents, parables and per- 
sonages of the Bible. The statement on 
the dust cover of the fourth volume 
that it contains “hundreds of anec- 
dotes” is inaccurate.

GOD, by Claudia Royal Revell, West- 
wood, N.J., 186 pages, $2.95). De- 
signed to help parents in the tremen- 
dous challenge and responsibility of 
raising children for the Lord. Deals 
specifically with the spiritual develop- 
ment of children from birth through 
the fifth year. Stresses the impor- 
tance of spiritual training in those 
early years with practical suggestions 
of how such training may be accom- 
plished. 


WHITEFIELD’S JOURNALS 
(Bible Truth Depot, Swengel, Pa., 595 
pages, $5.00). Fascinating records 
from his own day-to-day journals 
covering the great Calvinistic evan- 
gelist’s experiences between the ages 
of twenty-two and thirty. Also ap- 
pended, a later account of his life from 
birth to ordination at twenty-one. 
During the Wesleyan revival White- 
field preached effectively to vast 
crowds with startling results. 


THE EPISTLES OF PAUL TO THE

by Herbert M. Carson (Eerdmans, 
Grand Rapids, 112 pages, $2.00). The 
material found in this twelfth volume 
of the “Tyndale Commentaries” origi- 
nated in a series of sermons preached 
in the author’s church.

[s your church reaching the shut-ins 

who no longer attend church be- 
cause of age, illness or other reasons? 
There are many of these folks in your 
community, especially in the upper 
age brackets, where there has been 
a constant and rapid increase in 
population. 

Your church can play a big part 
in reaching these people for Christ 
with a home department in your Sun- 
day school. 

The home department is like any 
other department of the Sunday 
school except that it does its work 
through visitation. It has a superin- 
tendent and a secretary-treasurer but 
no teachers. Instead, each worker in 
the department has a group of from 
one to five members upon whom he 
calls regularly. 

A glance around your community 
should reveal a great many potential 
home department members, especially 
among the aged. Prospects also in- 
clude those who are confined to take

care of children or invalids, hospital 
and sanitarium patients and inmates 
of prisons and county farms. These 
shut-ins have deep spiritual needs, 





and many of them often feel disap- | 


pointed, frustrated and unwanted. 
Here are seven simple steps to take 
in launching a home _ department 


(though you may not necessarily take | 


them in the order here mentioned): 

1. Sell the idea. Convince your pas- | 
tor or Sunday school superintendent 
that your church needs a home de- 
partment. 

2. Appoint a superintendent. This | 
should be done by the Christian edu- | 
cation committee, or its equivalent. 
Try to choose a person with vision, | 
leadership, diligence and love for | 
people. A husband and wife as co- | 
superintendents may be advisable. 
The superintendent should organize, 
train and operate the department. 

3. Enlist workers. Keep in mind that 
the home department is for, not by, 
older people. Enlist people of varying

ages, interests and personalities, so 
| that you will have a congenial visitor 
| for every member you enroll. You'll 
_need men to visit men—women to call 
| on the ladies. 
One way to get started on a home 
| department is to enlist an active adult 
Sunday school class to take it on as a 
| class project, organizing it and run- 
ning it for the Sunday school. Such 
a class need not hesitate, of course, 
to enlist workers from other classes. 
4. Choose materials. You will want 
to give your members a Bible study 
quarterly. Choose one that is doctrin- 
ally sound, with the needs of your 
members in view. It should be attrac- 
| tively printed in large, readable type. 
5. Train your staff. Home depart- 
ment work is simple, but people need 
to be informed if they are to do it 
intelligently and effectively. Perhaps 
your pastor would be willing to dem- 
onstrate to the staff how to enter a 
home, what to say (and what not to 
say), and how to make a visit spirit- 
ually profitable. It is best to show 
people how to visit rather than merely 
to tell them. After a few preliminary 
meetings to break in the staff, the 
department should meet once a month 
for reports, discussion and planning. 
6. List the prospects. Get names of 
shut-ins from the church office, from 
|members of the congregation, from 
| neighbors and from a house-to-house 
canvass. You'll also turn up prospects 





for other Sunday school departments 
this way. 

7. Enroll your members. The super- 
intendent should send each prospect 
a cordial letter explaining the pur- 
poses of the department. A few days 
later a worker should call and invite 
the prospect to enroll. Few people will 
turn down this invitation (which does 
not involve church membership). 
After a person has been enrolled, he 
should be assigned a congenial visitor, 

Visit each member at least once a 
month. These visits should be times of 
pleasant, relaxed fellowship, where 
warm, permanent Christian friend- 
ships are established. The one who is 
willing to listen sympathetically and 
show a genuine interest in the shut-in 
will be the most effective. A brief time 
of Bible reading and prayer should 
conclude the visit. 

Keep in touch with your shut-in in 
times of special trouble, and remem- 
ber them at Christmas and on their 
birthdays. Lend them books and mag- 
azines, and put them on the mailing 
list for the church bulletin. Those 
who desire should receive the de- 
nominational publication. Tape re- 
cordings of the pastor’s sermons may 
also be used on occasion. 

The home department ministry is 
not profitable financially, but it can 
be excellent public relations for your 
church. Not only will the ministry be 
a blessing to the lives and homes it 
touches, but to the hearts of those 
who serve in it. Enp

“Right! Now it’s 1960, and I’m get- 
ting to be an old man. I’ve given 
nearly all my life to the sea. And I’ve 
got a little farm in Massachusetts that 
I'd really like to be grubbing in and 
watching things grow. Why don’t | 
retire? That’s simple too. Because God 
wants me to stay awhile longer so | 
can tell somebody else about Christ. 
Maybe help some missionaries like 
your Dad and Mother who’ve laid 
their lives down on the altar for God. 
Now, it’s just plain stupid of me not 
to quit and go back to my farm, re- 
gardless of what God wants, isn’t it?” 

He shook his head and remained 
silent. My voice became almost a 
whisper as I drove my point home. 

“Don, listen. I love Christmas, but 
you know what? I haven’t been home 
for Christmas for eight years. Al- 
Ways away, running this old tub in 
and out of New York. But even Christ, 
the Bible says, ‘pleased not Himself.’

Keep in Mind 

1. The “must” of John 4:4 carries 
deeper significance than appears on 
the surface. The geographical “must” 
was not absolute, for Jesus could have 
taken the detour through Perea and 
avoided Samaria, as many of the Jews 
did (see v. 9). The real “must” was 
related to our Saviour’s mission. The 
Samaritans were souls for whom He 
was soon to die. 

2. Jacob’s well is identified with a 
well at the base of Mount Ebal. The 
village of Sychar is probably the mod- 
ern Askar. The low wall surrounding 
the well offered a place of rest. The 
earlier part of the chapter shows how 
Jesus used a present situation—His 
own thirst—to open a way to the 
woman’s mind and heart. 


| Consider These Points 


1. How the woman came to faith 

(a) Our Lord’s teaching about her- 
self. This is summed up in her own 
statement, “He told me all things that 
ever I did” (vv. 29, 39). How could 
Jesus, in the few minutes between the 
woman’s arrival at the well and the 
disciples’ return from the village, 
cover all the incidents of her life? He 
did not have to. That reference to 
her five husbands and her present 
immoral relationship told the whole 
story of a sinner desperately seeking 
satisfaction at the wells of this world 
and finding them totally inadequate to 
satisfy her thirst. She knew she was 
known. “Can this be the Christ?” she 
said, half questioningly, half affirma- 
tively, for she felt herself under divine 
scrutiny. 

(b) Our Lord’s teaching about God. 
The Father whom Jesus presented was 
not shut up to Jerusalem or Mount 
Gerizim. He was worshiped, not with 
forms and rituals, but with the heart.

“Spirit and truth” were the two 
essentials for the worship of the God 
of truth, the eternal and all-embracing 
Spirit. One who brought that concept 
of God was no ordinary Jewish rabbi. 
“Can this be the Christ?” 

(c) Our Lord’s teaching about Him- 
self. First He presented Himself as 
the giver of living water (v. 10), the 
water that ends thirst and bestows 
eternal life (v.14). No man had ever 
offered her that before! The manner 
of the offer brought conviction of the 
truth of it and prepared the woman 
for the final word of revelation, “I that 
speak unto thee am [the Christ].” No 
other explanation was adequate. 

2. How the men came to faith 

(a) By the testimony of the woman 
(v. 39). In this village of Sychar, 
where everybody knew everybody, 
this woman’s history was _ probably 
common knowledge. A likely ex- 
planation of her coming to the well in 
the middle of the day is that she was 
unwelcome among the women who 
came in the cool of the evening. The 
men of the village with whom she 
consorted sensed that something new 
had come into her life as she told them 
about this remarkable meeting by the 
well and of the One who had searched 
out the depths of her soul. The ring 
of reality, the manifest transformation, 
her repudiation of the old ways con- 
vinced many. Here was living dem- 
onstration—and there is no_ better 
sermon. 

(b) By the testimony of Jesus (vv. 
41, 42). Some held their judgment in 
suspense until they had seen and 
heard Jesus for themselves. But at 
least they had open minds, and what 
they saw and heard during the two 
days of Jesus’ sojourn with them con- 
vinced them that He was indeed the 
Christ, “the Saviour of the world.” 
The testimony of the woman made 
them willing to hear the word of Jesus. 
If our testimony does that, we can be 
assured of a happy result. 


Apply These Truths 

1. Do not let your worship degen- 
erate into a cluster of stated formu- 
laries, but see that there is a living 
outflowing of your spirit to God. 

2. You do not need a theological 
training to witness for Christ. Tell 
what He has done for you, and others 
will listen to His word. 
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January 29 
Jesus’ Authority Challenged 
John 5:9c-24 


MEMORY SELECTION: Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him that 
sent me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation; but 
is passed from death unto life— 
John 5:24 


Keep in Mind 

1. The occasion of this controversy 
between Jesus and the Jewish leaders 
is given in the opening verses of the 
chapter. During one of the feasts in 
Jerusalem (if the reading, “the feast,” 
is correct, then it would be a Pass- 
over), our Lord healed an infirm man 
by the pool of Bethesda, where he lay 
on a pallet, waiting for a chance to get 
into the disturbed waters. The diffi- 
culty arose from the fact that the 
miracle was wrought on the Sabbath. 

2. Ihave always sensed a difference 
between the invalid of Bethesda and 
the man born blind, whose healing is 
recorded in John 9. The latter stood 
up for Jesus in face of mounting 
opposition and finally worshiped Him 
as the Son of God. This man, after 
finding out who it was who had healed 
him, reported to the Jewish leaders, 


apparently to cover himself, well 
knowing that the rulers would press 
their case against Jesus for Sabbath 
breaking. He would assume no re- 
sponsibility himself. 


Consider These Points 

1. Accusations (vv. 16-18) 

(a) The old adage, which is com- 
pletely wrong, says, “The better the 
day, the better the deed.” A bad deed 
is no better for being done on the 
Sabbath. But neither is a good deed 
any worse for being done on the Sab- 
bath. Good deeds sanctify any day, 
but the day does not sanctify the deed. 
Our Lord wrought His good works 
whenever they were required, what- 
ever the day. The Jews could not 
understand this, so He came under 
their condemnation as a Sabbath 
breaker. 

(b) In answering the first accusa- 
tion, the Lord exposed Himself to a 
second and more serious one—that of 
blasphemy. He identified Himself with 
God in these works, calling God His 
Father. Now the thought of God as 
Father was not altogether new to the 
Jews. See Isaiah 63:16; 64:8: Malachi 
1:6; 2:10. But our Lord’s claim sug- 
gested a much more intimate connota- 
tion, “making himself equal with 
God.” The remarkable thing is that 


Jesus did not deny their interpreta- 
tion, but rather supported it. So in 
their eyes He was a_blasphemer, 
worthy of death. 

2. Attributes (vv. 19, 20) 

(a) One attribute of sonship is 
dependence. In theology we say that 
“the Father is the ground of the per- 
sonal subsistence of the Son.” It is an 
eternal procedure. In the days of His 
humiliation, the Son was in a special 
sense dependent upon the Father, and 
voluntarily so. He did nothing of 
Himself, as an independent being, but 
as a Son He acted under the authority 
of the Father. In every case it was 
the action of the Father which He 
carried through. 

(b) But sonship also carries with it 
equality. A son is not an inferior 
being, but equal in essence. So here 
we see the equality of the Son with 
the Father, doing all that the Father 
does and entering into all the secrets 
of the Father. Nothing is hidden from 
the Son. This intimacy establishes the 
equal dignity of the Son. 

3. Appointments (vv. 21, 22) 

(a) Giving life is a divine preroga- 
tive, and it is exercised by the Son, 
our Lord Jesus. Whether we think 
of the quickening of those who are 
“dead in trespasses and sins” or 
whether we think of resurrection life 
for those who are fallen asleep in

equally with the Father. Note, too,

(b) The Son is appointed not only 
to give life, but to judge. All judg- 
ment has been committed to Him,

The True Bread 
John 6:25-40 


MEMORY SELECTION: Iam the 
bread of life: he that cometh to me 
shall never hunger; and he that be- 
lieveth on me shall never thirst.— 
John 6:35 


Keep in Mind 

1. Somewhere on the east bank of 
the Sea of Galilee Jesus had fed the 
five thousand, after which He sent His 
disciples by boat to Capernaum on the 
north shore, while He spent a sea- 
son in solitary communion with the 
Father, later joining the disciples as 
they neared the shore. Next day, the 


| people, knowing that Jesus had not 


accompanied the disciples nor had 
taken ship with them, found Him in 


| Capernaum and began questioning 


how He had got there. Jesus turned 
aside their curiosity and opened the 
subject of the living bread. 

2. The teaching of Jesus in this 
chapter is simply given, but it is pro- 
found truth, and it so baffled the 
Galilean Jews and so cut across their 
prejudices that their reaction was 
strongly negative. Even disciples (not 
the twelve) called it “a horrible say- 
ing” (v. 60), while many left off fol- 
Grievous as this 
was, it nevertheless confirmed the true 
disciples (v. 68) and gave to us a 


| treasure which has been the joy of 


succeeding generations of believers. 


Consider These Points 

1. The Work of God (vv. 25-29). 
The zeal of the crowd was definitely 
connected with the fact that they had 
been fed the day before in a miracu- 
lous manner. How lovely if this 


prophet would continue to supply 





bread for them! But they had a deep- 
er need—need for a bread that would 
feed their starved souls even as the 
broken loaves had fed their hungry 
bodies. If only they would go after 
that as eagerly as they sought Him out 
for the material bread! “Work for 
that bread,” Jesus cried. They had 
enough discernment to know that the 
work to which Jesus called them was 
the work of God, and they were quite 
prepared to do it if only they knew 
what it was! Or were they? “God's 
work,” said Jesus, “is to believe!” Is 
believing work? It is indeed. It is 
such work that no man can do it of 
himself. It is the work of God in a 
man’s soul. “Have faith,” says our 
worldly counselor, but he does not 
teach us the focus of faith. The faith 
which is the work of God is focused 
upon the Lord Jesus Christ, and that 
only is saving faith. 


2. The Bread of God (vv. 30-36). 
Yesterday’s feeding had made the 
people think of that historic feeding 
of their fathers, when God sent manna 
upon their camp day by day through 
all their journeys from Egypt to 
Canaan. If Jesus would only con- 
tinue these miraculous feedings, that 
would put Him in a class with Moses! 
That was the subtle suggestion. But 
He will not be put in a class with 
Moses, nor anybody else. He is unique. 
After incidentally reminding the 
Galileans that Moses was not the giver 
of the manna, Jesus presented Himself 
as the living bread which had come 
from heaven to give life to the world. 
The manna only sustained mortal life 
for a season. He would bestow end- 
less life on those who would eat of 
Him. Of course this eating is not 
physical, but spiritual. Coming to 
Him, believing in Him, is the answer 
to the hunger and thirst of the soul. 
But many of those Galileans only 
looked on Him with blank wonder and 
went on in their hunger to endless 
death. 

3. The will of God (vv. 37-40). 
Here is a place where the conjunctions 
are important. They indicate the logic 
of the passage. Notice the steps: 

(a) The Father has willed to give 
a chosen people to His Son. To this 
people He has willed to give eternal 
life. 

(b) This people must be identified. 
The means of their identification is 
that they shall behold the Son and 
believe on Him. While others turn 
from the Saviour, these chosen and 
given ones will come to Him. Not one 
will fail to come. 

(c) Jesus came to do the Father’s 
will. That involves three responsibil- 
ities—to receive those who come to 
Him, to keep those who come to Him

The Light of the World 
John 9:24-38 


MEMORY SELECTION: I am the 
light of the world: he that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but 
shall have the light of life.-—John 8:12 


Keep in Mind 
1. There is evidence that Jesus 
anticipated the events of His earthly

life. His encounter with the woman 
of Samaria is introduced by the “must 
needs go through Samaria” of John 
4:4. Then notice John 8:12, which 
looks like an anticipation of the inci- 
dents related in John 9, and especially 
of verse 5. Our Lord was never taken 
by surprise. “Known unto God are 
all his works from the beginning of 
the world” (Acts 15:18). 

2. The pool of Siloam, to which 
Jesus sent the blind man, was con- 
nected with the chief water supply of 
the city. The connecting tunnels 
have been excavated, and the history 
of the system has been traced to 
Solomon and later to Hezekiah. Why 
John should mention the meaning of 
the same (v. 7) is not clear. It cer- 
tainly fitted our Lord Himself, sent of 
God, and it fitted the man who was 
now sent to wash. Siloam inspired 
one of Heber’s sweetest hymns, “By 
cool Siloam’s shady rills.” 

Consider These Points 

A good way to study this chapter is 
to compare the reactions of the various 
parties and groups. 

1. The disciples (v. 2). The dis- 
ciples immediately connected the 
man’s blindness with biame. Either 
he was suffering from his own sin, or 
his blindness was a judgment on his 
parents. It is a repetition of the 


philosophy of Job’s friends, who could 
see no other explanation of Job’s 
afflictions than that he was a sinner, 
a hypocrite, receiving his just desserts. 
The tendency of such an attitude is to 
dry up the springs of pity. To the 
disciples the man born blind was just 
a case calling for study. It was an 
academic matter. 

2. The Pharisees (vv. 13-16, 24, 34). 
The man’s healing disturbed the 
Pharisees more than his sickness did. 
In his need he was just another 
beggar. A little charity thrown to 
him occasionally fed their self-right- 
eousness, but his unhappy estate 
stirred no compassion. His healing, 
therefore, was no cause for rejoicing, 
but a matter of enquiry, to discover 
whether everything connected with it 
were religiously correct. To their 
horror this good deed had been done 
on the Sabbath. It was therefore a 
bad deed and the doer a bad man, and 
the beneficiary must denounce his 
benefactor or suffer excommunication! 
How cruel and how perverse in judg- 
ment can religion be! 

3. The parents (vv. 18-23). This is 
the most disappointing item in the 
whole story. The parents were called 
to identify the man and to give tes- 
timony concerning his affliction and 
healing. They could not very well

Nowanpays Christian leaders are un- 
willing to leave the materials or activ- 
ities of our youth to chance. The 
1960 Convention of the National Sun- 
day School Association, for instance, 
offered several sessions dealing with 
music in total church life, and inter- 
est was high. 

Recently, I’ve been impressed with 
some quality materials for our young- 
er worshipers: More Songs and Carols 
for Children, by William Grime (Carl 
Fischer) is complete with the pic- 
torial sketches that children love so 
much. The music is properly arranged 
for beginners and primaries with 
simple accompaniments. Best of all, 
the songs and carols are both appeal- 
ing and spiritually rich. The topical 
index will help the Sunday school 
teacher find a song appropriate to the 
lesson. 

Youth Worship and Sing (Hope 
Publishing Company) is a_ graded 
hymnal for the seven to seventeen 
year span. It contains a good quantity 
of historic hymns of worship and doc- 
trine, gospel songs, spirituals and 


meaningful choruses. Best of all, the 
book is organized according to the 
subjects of the hymns, and the indexes 
indicate which selections are best used 
with each age group (primary, junior, 
intermediate, senior). The color is a 
bright red, and the cover design is at- 
tractive and spiritually significant. 
Your children and youth will love it! 

Here’s one that I’m very excited 
about—compiled and edited by my 
friend Kenneth Osbeck of the Grand 
Rapids School of the Bible and Music. 
A Junior’s Praise (Grand Rapids In- 
ternational Publications) is a big book 
which includes great hymns and fa- 
miliar gospel songs. The pages and 
notes are large—most helpful to the 
young worshiper who is beginning to 
read both words and music. Songs 
are in unison or well arranged in two 
parts. The photographs included are 
beautiful. 

Here’s a suggestion for every choir 
director. We have come to expect a 
new edition of Dayton Nordin’s The 
Choirmasters Workbook (Augustana) 


almost every year. The latest is 
Volume VII. This is a handy spiral- 
bound notebook for planning the 


music of each Sunday of the year and 
also each week’s rehearsals. The 
format is most clearly related to the 
liturgical church but can be adjusted 
to us free church folk as well. The 
list of suggested anthems is worth the 
cost alone.

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‘TWEEN TEENS 


Are You “Getting Through”? 


| just don’t get anything out of it.” 

“I can’t seem to get through.” “It 
doesn’t do much good.” 

Sound familiar? No doubt. For 
many Christian teens, these remarks 
sum up groan number one in their 
Christian lives. They’re talking, of 
course, about that time they set aside 
in the morning to read the Bible and 
pray. Call it what you want—prep 
time, quiet time, devotions—there are 
a good many Christian teens (and 
adults) who are having a tough time 
making those fifteen or twenty min- 
utes count. 

No doubt you’ve vocalized on the 
same theme at one time or another. 
Quiet time, you’ve been told, is the 
most important time of the day. 
You’ve made a stab at keeping it up, 
but, somehow or other, it seems that 
consistency is not one of your virtues. 
What is the secret of a successful 
quiet time? 

Let’s borrow a bit from the journal- 
ist, and ask three leading questions: 
“What? Why? and How.” 

As to the “what,” we answer that 
this is the time when the Christian 
stops to listen to his Lord, to talk to 
Him, to get his direction, his strength, 
his orders for the day. It’s that special 
time when, aware of the presence of 
God as at no other time, the Christian 
pours out all his thanks, his troubles, 
his sins, his wants to his Father in 
heaven. 

The “why” of it we can also deal 
with quickly. Why take fifteen, 
twenty, or more, minutes from your 
heavy schedule each day to read the 
Bible and pray? The answer is as sim- 
ple as the answer to, “Why do you eat 
breakfast?” For strength, of course. 
Any Christian teenager who thinks 
he can live for the Lord, serve the 
Lord, glorify the Lord for any sixteen 
hour day all in his own strength had 
better go back and read Romans 7. 

It’s the “how” angle that we want 
to deal with for a paragraph or two 
or three—the mechanics of your de- 
votional time. 

Although we can’t offer you three 
easy rules for a guaranteed success, 
we can make some suggestions that 
will help you make your quiet time 
the most dynamic hour of your day. 


+ First, be regular. We know that 
that’s not easy, and, if it’s any consola- 
tion to you, some of the most victori- 
ous Christians we know testify that 
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after years of keeping up a quiet time, 
it’s just as hard to be regular as it 
was the day they began. 

Next find a spot where you can 
hang up you “Do Not Disturb” sign. | 
Interruptions can kill this time | 
quicker than anything we know. 
you don’t have a room of your own, 
you might have to get up before your 
roommate or your family. But it will 
be worth it. Even the back hall or the 
broom closet would be better 
spot where the traffic is heavy.

So we've attempted to give you | 


some basic facts, paying special atten- 
tion to the fact that as a Christian 
your out-of-the-classroom-life re- 
volves around your local church and 
its activities. 


+ First the women’s story. At school 
keep it simple. “Spectator clothes for 
sports” is the way the fashion books 
put it. Translated, this means no sheer 
blouses, no last-year’s party dress, no 
bouffant taffeta, no spike heels. 

Whether you live in Alabama or 
Maine, in New York City or East 
Cupcake, Nebraska, skirts and bleuses 
or skirts and sweaters are most popu- 
lar and most practical. They should be 
tailored and trim. Whenever possible, 
they should be washable. Chalk dust 
and yesterday’s lunch can make 
mountainous cleaning bills. 

Unless your own school has other 
rules, wear loafers and socks to 
classes. Your school coat should be 
tailored and of a neutral color (navy, 
gray, brown, beige) to go with every- 
thing. A beret, a derby or a strictly

coat. Carry your belongings in a 
jumbo-sized calfskin bag. On your 
way to and from classes, wear gloves. 
(Leave them at home in the balmiest 
spring and fall weather, if that’s the 
local custom.

On the train (yes, bus, too) you 
wear a hat, short gloves and carry a 
roomy bag, dark and plain. Hose and 
heels (medium) complete the en- 
semble. 

College-bound in the fall, you wear 
the same kind of simple, tailored suit, 
but you choose it in gabardine or 
| tweed. The accessories are the same: 
simple hat, short gloves, plain prac- 
tical bag and heels and hose. 








+ What about church? The specialness 
of Sunday morning calls for what the 
stylists like to call “a little afternoon 
dress.” It’s softly styled and tailored 
of sheer wool or velvet or crepe. In 
the spring, it’s rayon print or shan- 
tung or faille. In the summer, it’s 
probably dacron or orlon or a fine 
cotton. 

A sophisticated version of the 
always-right skirt and blouse goes to 
Sunday morning worship service like 
a lady too. The skirt is softer, more 
feminine, maybe taffeta, maybe vel- 
vet; the blouse is frillier, daintier. 

If you can afford two coats, choose 
your best coat in a softer style, often 
a brighter color, than your school 
coat. If your clothing budget is tight, 
remember that this year’s Sunday 
finery is often next year’s everyday 
fare! 

To church on Sunday morning, you 
wear a hat. Gloves too, and you keep 
them on except for offering and com- 
'munion. You can shake hands with 
anybody at all, wearing your gloves, 
and that includes the minister. Natu- 
rally, you wear hose and heels, but 
not so high you’ll hobble down the 
aisle or kick them off under the pew. 

On Sunday night, dress relaxes a 
little. An everyday sweater and skirt 
'look appropriate. Even that trusty 
school coat is acceptable for a routine 
Sunday night that may include youth 
fellowship, evening worship, a hymn 
sing later or a stopover at the drug- 
store. 

An evening banquet? Usually you'll 
discover the region and the crowd set 
your pace. But to be correct, you 
wear an afternoon dress—your very 

| nicest street-length dress. You wear 
gloves and carry a purse and tote both 
| right to the banquet table (where you 
| properly put them in your lap, not on 
the table). You can leave your hat at 
home—unless you sit at the speaker’s 
‘table and everybody decides before- 
hand on hats. 

If Jo Bo sends you posies, you pin 
them on your left side, over the heart, 
|and point them heavenward, stems 
down, exactly the way flowers grow. 


+ Now for the masculine story. Blue 
jeans and flannel shirts and one hand- 


me-down, cut-down suit of Dad’s for 
Sunday? Sure, you can let it go at 
that. You won’t be arrested. You 
probably won’t arrest anybody’s at- 
tention, either; that is, the kind of at- 
tention you want! 

Here’s a basic masculine wardrobe, 
One good well-cut, well-fitting suit for 
Sundays and for real big dates. This 
might be plain navy blue worsted or 
flannel; it might be a gray flannel. If 
you can afford two suits, you might 
add either a chalk stripe or a tweed. 

For school—well, the rules have 
been laid down long before you read 
this. Maybe your school clamps down 
on dungarees, maybe you’d be tossed 
out by the Big Men if you didn’t wear 
them. But, ideally, you dress as you 
please in your school, and if so you 
might do it this way. A pair of gray 
flannel slacks and a pair of tan flannel 
slacks and a sports jacket of shetland 
or tweed. Wear this combination to 
school, on most dates, to anything in- 
formal at church, socials, parties, 
youth rallies, committee meetings. 

Here’s a tip about shirts. With 
striped figured suits, always wear a 
shirt of plain cloth. With a plain suit, 
wear a striped or patterned shirt or a 
plain one. 

Ties? With striped and patterned 
shirts, wear plain colors or neat de- 
signs on dark grounds. For plain 
shirts, wear striped or patterned ties. 

Shoes? Black shoes go best with 
most suits, especially gray and blue. 
Brown shoes are fine for tweeds and 
brown suits. 


+ Fellows, you go formal too. Sure, 
you do—when you can’t get out of it. 
Maybe it’s your best girl’s sister's 
wedding. Maybe it’s a concert. Here’s 
what you wear. 

Dinner wear: suit color, midnight 
blue; suit cut, shawl or pleated, single- 
or double-breasted; shirt, white with 
collar attached, pleated bosom; tie, 
midnight blue or maroon. 

For summertime formal wear a 
white, cornflower blue, maize yellow 
or beige jacket, single- or double- 
breasted. Midnight blue trousers plus 
black oxfords or calf or patent leather 
shoes complete it. 

For church or a business interview 
or a heavy date, you wear a topcoat, 
gloves and a hat, if you choose. A hat 
is optional. You don’t have to wea! 
one. 

Girl or fellow, what you wear, espe- 
cially to church affairs, is dictated by 
what the crowd wears. But maybe 
the crowd is just waiting for somebody 
like you to come along and tell them 
what’s correct. END

SEVERAL teenagers at a church in Colorado 
Springs, Colo., each have adopted a senior 


citizen—a man or woman between sixty and | 


one hundred—as a companion. 

In cases where physical condition permits, 
teenager joins his senior .citizen in such ac- 
tivities as hiking, tennis and golf. Less strenu- 
ous events include concerts and plays. 

With the more aged the young people 
help cook, clean house and do other house- 
hold chores.

Those bedridden are often read the Bible. 

Young people and their senior companions 
also gather at monthly banquets or picnics, 
where the older folks can meet and mix. 

These teens are convinced that the expe- 
rience has enriched their own lives, and the 
lives of their senior citizens. 


CHRISTMAS was over, but that made no 
difference to a group of young teenagers 
at a church in Edina, Minn. They organized 
a ''Christmas ‘Round the Year'' club, reason- 
ing that the holiday spirit on a year ‘round 


basis is preferable to a once-a-year splurge. | 


Each month they prepared a Christmas 


sunshine box for a missionary outpost some- 


where in the world. The box contained cloth- 
ing, food, drugs and other useful articles. 
Home-made articles were also included. 
The girls contributed their efforts in needle- 
work, embroidery, crocheting, leatherwork 
and copper tooling. The boys brought items 
from the home workshop and examples of 
their hobby collections, such as stamps, coins 
and curios. While not expensive, they re- 
flected the attitudes of those who gave.

Five Questions for the New Year 


EAR’S end is traditionally a time for 

taking stock, and in our Bible study 
this month we are going to ask our- 
selves some important questions about 
ourselves and where we are going. 

May I ask you to be very honest 
with yourself? Right answers to our 
questions are essential if the year 1961 
is to be spent fruitfully in the service 
of the Lord. If that is truly your desire, 
now is the time to make sure that all 
is well, and that the Lord is really at 
work in your life. 


Do I know the Lord? This is basic. 
Nothing I do can have any value 
in God’s sight if I do not yet “know 
Him.” 

You will find in your Old Testament 
a story which will show you how pre- 
carious and dangerous a thing it is 
“not to know the Lord.” Find the name 
of the person concerned; it is in I 
Samuel 3:7. 

Notice first of all that Samuel was 
very religious and, in his own way, 
very faithful to the Lord. See where 
he spent his time—where, in fact, he 
lived—in verse 1. See what he did 
there in 1:28. See in 2:11 whom he 
served (“ministered unto”) and in 
whose presence. 

Are you, I wonder, in this position? 
You are very friendly with Christian 
people; you are often found in the 
Lord’s house; you worship Him, and 
try to serve Him in various ways. But 
you could not honestly say that you 
know Him. 

Your position is dangerous. Look 
back to chapter 2:12 for two others 
who did not know the Lord. Who were 
they? In verse 34 you will find the 
sentence God pronounced against 
them; and in 4:11, the terrible result. 
If you live in persistent ignorance of 
the Lord, you will live to regret it. 

Samuel found the Lord by respond- 
ing to His call. What words did he use? 
See 3:10. Now turn to Revelation 3:20 


| to find the call of Christ to us today. 


What response does He ask for in that 
verse? Have you done what He asks? 
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Am I increasing in the knowledge of 
His Word? Joshua 1:8 is a fine verse 


to take at the beginning of a New 
Year. It contains words of God to 
Joshua at the beginning of his career 
as leader of the Lord’s people. What 
was going to make the difference be- 
tween success and failure? What 
would be the result of regular Bible 
reading and meditation? 

Similar advice for spiritual pros- 
perity is given in Psalm 1:2, 3. Look 
first at the third verse. What is this 
man compared with? What does it do 
in its season? At the end of the verse 
you will find a wonderful promise that 
I am sure you would like to claim for 
your own Christian life in 1961. 

Will you set yourself this New Year 
—in the strength of God—to read a 
portion of God’s Word daily, and to 
meditate in it, that is, apply it care- 
fully to your own life? 


Am I becoming more holy? Now, of 
course, holiness is not the same as a 
“holier than thou” attitude. Nor is it 
the same as dullness and joylessness. 

Second Corinthians 7:1 will help 
you to understand what holiness really 
is. You will see that it has a negative 
and a positive side. First of all, we 
must cleanse ourselves from some- 
thing. From what? In what two places 
may this be found? The one refers to 
your outward behavior and the other 
to your inward thoughts. There prob- 
ably remains quite a lot of “cleansing” 
to be done in your life. Will you make 
this New Year a year of cleansing, 
until all defilement is gone? 

That is negative. But the verse also 
speaks of positive holiness. We must 
never rest until we have succeeded in 
doing something described at the end 
of the verse. What is it? This is a 
pretty high ideal, isn’t it? I don’t 
suppose you would claim you have 
attained it. Then let 1961 be a year of 
reaching upward in holiness, sacrifice 
and service. 


Is my life fruitful for God? John 
15:16 tells us Christ’s purpose in the 
life of His people. (“Ordained” means 
“appointed.”) For what purpose has 
He chosen and appointed us?

What is to happen to the fruit that 
we bear? See the middle of the verse. 
We might say that this fruit is every- 
thing in the life of a Christian which 
has brought some enduring glory to 
God—everything which has made him 
profitable to the Master. 

If you feel that your life thus far 





has been fruitless for the Lord, take | 


that sixteenth verse as your own 


watchword. And if by the grace of 


God you can see fruit already in your 
Christian service, let the last four 
words of verse 2 bring God’s chal- 
lenge to you. 

Have you ever wondered why verse 
16 ends as it does? Do you see what 
is the connection between the part 
that speaks of fruit-bearing and the 
phrases on prayer at the end of the 
verse? What does it tell us is the 
chief means to fruitfulness? How are 
our friends and fellow-students to be 
won to the Lord? These words form 
a wonderful promise. Are you claim- 
ing it and using it? 


Am I seeking God’s will for my life? | 


Compare two men whose stories are 
found in the Bible. 

Think first of Balaam, of whom you 
may read in Numbers 22. He had an 
invitation to leave his present home 
and go into the service of Balak, King 
of the Moabites (vv. 5, 6). At first 
it seemed that Balaam was going to 
do the right thing. What did he tell 
the messengers to do? Verse 8. What 
was he going to do meanwhile? 

Well, he prayed about it. What an- 
swer did God give him? Clear enough, 
you would think. It is in verse 12. 
But Balaam was not satisfied. You 
see, he really wanted to go. He re- 
fused at first, probably knowing that 
the invitation would be repeated. 

Where do we soon find Balaam 
(v. 21)? What was the result, 
beginning of verse 22? You see, it is 
easy to persuade yourself that some- 
thing is God’s will, but unless you are 


an earnest seeker and follower of 
God’s direction, the result will be 
disastrous. 


The other Bible character I referred | 
to is Philip, though, in fact, there are | 


many others we could have taken. All 
the men in the Bible whom God really 
used were men who constantly “in- 
quired of the Lord” and followed Him. 

What are the first three words the 
Lord said to Philip in Acts 8:26? And 
what are the first five words of verse 
27? There you have the whole mat- 
ter in a nutshell! 

Will you let the Lord make your 
decisions in 1961? There may be 
some important ones facing you; or 
they may all be quite small. But let 
each one be submitted to “the only 
wise God” (I Tim. 1:17). END 
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THIS YEAR may well be 

the most important of your life. 
It may be the year in which 

you step over into a new and 
wonderful plane of living. 

It may be the year in which you 
exchange uncertainty about 
your eternal future for a calm 
and joyous certainty. Or-— 

and this is a solemn thought— 
it may be that this will be your 
year of crisis, of failing 

health or greatest need or even 
the year in which you leave 

this life to know the judgment 
of a righteous God. 

How is it with your soul? 

Have you discovered that God 
has said that no man is ‘good’ 
in the sense of meeting His 
holy standards? Have you 
realized that God has given His 
Son for your need and that 

His death on the cross 

was for your sin too? 


And have you with faith and 
definiteness asked that this gift 
of His salvation might be 

yours and Jesus Christ your 
Saviour? 

These few words may be your last 
opportunity to receive God's 
mercy. Don't put it off. 

Don't be indefinite. Believe 

on the Lord Jesus Christ 

. receive Him as your Saviour 
and commit to Him your life and 
future.
